Referring to the Resolution of the Government of India, No, 10 — 707, dated 36th April 
1876, and your letter No. 19 — 1150, of the 13th June 1877, lam directed to transmit the 
review and analysis of publications registered in this Presidency under Act XXY of 1867 
during the year 1886.

1 have the honor to submit, in original, the analysis of publications registered during 
1885 under Act XXV of 1867, prepared in conformity with the instructions contained in the 
Resolution of the Government of India, dated 13th September 1883, No. 1 — 455, together 
with copy of my proceedings reviewing the Registrar’s report.

Bead the following letter : — 

From the Begistrar of Boohs, Madras, to the Acting Director of Fnhlic Instmotion, Ho. 14, dated Madras, 

Slst March 1886. 

I have the honor to submit the usual analysis, drawn up in the form prescribed in the 
Resolution of the Government of India, dated tbe 13tb September 1883, of the publications 
registered in tbe Madras Presidency daring tbe calendar year 1885, under Act XXY of 1867. 

3. In my last annual report 1 anticipated an improvement in the numerical position of the 
published literature of this year, and my anticipation bos been, in a measure, realized. If 
there has been no rush of new books that can claim to be of permanent value, at any rate the 
book-market of 1885 has received a somewhat larger stock than its predecessor, as shown 
below

This total is above the figures recorded for the past four years, though three less than in 
1 880, but it testifies more to an increase in the number of periodical publications than to a pro- 
gressive development of literary activity in the production of the more important class of books. 
Among the former are several numbers of different journals, magazines and miscellanies, of 
which the following are the more noteworthy ones : — ^The Quarterly Journal of Veterinary 
Science and Army Animal Management in India, the Theosophht, the Peoples Magazine, the 
Journal of Agricultural Sludentf Association, the School Master, the Matriculation Student, 
the Madras Students Magazine, and Andra Grandha Chintamani in Telugn. The growth of 
this periodical h'tcraturo would be doubtless a healthy sign but for its ephemeral character; and 
some of the edncational journals especially ro.ay become extinguished in the current year’s course, 
as several others died in previous years, from lack of public support.

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Compared with the last annual returnsj original literary effort seems to hare Sagged this year, 
and a decrease is observable in the number, of translations as well, the total number of original 
works being about 39 per cent., and of translations but 9 per cent., against 43 per cent, and 13 
per-cent, of the year preceding; while, on the other hand, mere republications of works in 
general demand (excluding- reissues- of modem works, of which the copyright is still in their 
anthorsf hands) are more than double the other two groups taken together, forming 50 per cent, 
of the entire, printed literature of the year, against. 46 per cent, of- 1884. This, great preponr 
derance of rarions advanced.editions of old authors, and compilations ranging from .the 3nd'to 
the 4Sth edition indicates their popularity, or the literary tastes and wants of .'the people^ The 
decline in original effort noticed above is, however, confined to the Indian languages only, as 
there has been an increase in the production of original works and translations in English. 
The English books have apparently come to be regarded as the common property of the whole 
country ; and it is worthy of remark that about two-thirds of the 63.English school-books. Jaw- 
books, and periodicals issued during the period under review are by Native writers. Of the 
gp'oup of vernacular languages consisting of 590 works,. the Tamil are the most'numerons as in 
former years, being 345 in number ; and only two-thirds of this are Tclngn, while all the rest 
of the vernaculars together are not quite equal; numerically, to the Telogu group. Ih the 
oriental nlnwiVnl section of 60 works, 53 are Sanskrit, four are Arabic, and the remaining four 
- are Persian. Lastly, deducting from the total of the year’s publications those printed in. the 
single languages (810) forming nearly 93 par cent, of the current literature, there remain 53 
diglots and seven tri-lingual works in different combinations of English, Tamil and Telngn or 
Sanskrit, Telugu and, English, and two are polyglot vocabularies- of IVInsalmani words and 
phrases with Tamil, Telugu and English equivalents, all printed in the two principal Hindu 
characters of the Presidency Town, 

4. Again, dividing the registered publications according to the object with which they-are 
written, 313, or 34 per cent, are designed for educational purposes, and the remaining 060, or 
about 76 per cent., are non-educational or works of classical, sectarian, or general -interest. 

6. To proceed next to notice briefly the publications of the year sub-divided according to 
their subject matter, beginning with — 

The number registered under this head is nine, which, besides the revised edition of 

Smaramanjari , — an elementary work in Telugu on Rajas, Talas, &c., of Hindu ransio for the use 
of music classes, — ^improved reissues of the well-known cookery books of Madras on “ culinary 
matters” generally and on “ sweet dishes ” in particular, and a reprint of Eatna Slanjarij—a 
curious booklet in Telugu verse on the qualities, faults and weights of the nine-kinds of 
precious stones — include three illustrated books neatly printed on the Western Coast — one on 
the Basel Mission tile works, and the other two newly done in Malayalam and Canarese on 
g 3 ’mnastics which now find a place in the regular course of instruction in our public schools 
and colleges. These two works, combined with n small English eatcchism on Soils and their 
improvements, embracing manures, tillage, operations and irrigation, for the use of persons 
beo-inning the study of agricnlture, and another on Malayalam caligraphy in the form of copyr 
books for teaching to write small hand in that language, deserve mention as really supplying 
a want. 

Biography . — ^Tho sphere of action in this branch of literature is not enlarging as steadily as 
conld bo wished, because few care to collect and preserve in this country proper materials for 
writing memoirs and biogr.aphies of its distinguished men. A kind of historical biography, if 
I may so 0.-111 it, of au old Indian character has appeared in the shape of a Telugu sketch of the 
life and adventures of CAdnahya on which is based the political drama of Mudra Rakshasa- in 
Sanskrit. But what may be said to form a new and striking variety in this group are a short 
account of Florence Nightingale, in Tamil, and the life of the Rev. Robert Noble, the founder of 
the Masnlipatam High School, in Telugu, both presenting a remarkable example of practical 
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benevolence and social usefulness likely to prove urholesome reading to the men and women of 
this country.’ 

Drama. — Among the eleven plays registered this year, there is but little of importance to 
mention. A new ^edition of Kalidasa’s Sanskrit drama of Mdlavika and Agni Mitra has been 
published with a commentary, as well as a mythological drama of Prince Fururava married to 
the heavenly nymph Urvasi, prepared -without any literary merit or artistic skill for the native 
stage, and simply relating in the form of a dialogue in Telugu verse, an episode of the Maha- 
bharat. A new play has been attempted in Tamil prose by a native graduate as a social drama 
on the supposed marriage of the son of a chief of Nnndidrug and the daughter of another chief, 
but it does not seem to be powerfully written, if it is at all useful even as a medium of instino- 
tion or as an instrument of reformation. 

Fiction. — As in former years, the works of fiction in prose and verse predominate over 
dramatic works, though but few of them essentially differ from tho previous productions. Of 
the new adaptations in tho vernaculars of English and Sanskrit works, which indicate a satis* 
factory step in advance, must be mentioned the tales of Shakespear’s Twelfth Night and Othello 
in Telugu, and of llomeo and Juliet in Tamil; the stories of Ahalyahhdyi, a Mahraltn Princess, 
and of Flax in Tamil, and the tales from the Sanskrit drama of Mudrti Kakshasa and Balhava 
Charitra in Tclngu. The posthumous work of a late Pundit of the Presidency College, entitled 
the Adhiha Kadhd Sangraha, or a collection of old Puranic stories, other than the stock ones, 
is a good specimen of literary prose in the Tamil language, read this year as the text for the 
Matriculation examination of the University, and the style of which is worthy of the imitation 
of our native graduates. 

Bittorg. — There are seventeen small histories, dry compilations, and outlines and history 
sheets all designed for educational purposes, and eleven of these relate to India, four to 
England, and one more to the different countries of Europe. The absence of any work on 
general history, or trustworthy accounts of Native States or particular districts of India and 
their antiquities, or of the people that inhabit them, or even of short historical tales and fami. 
liar sketches of picturesque periods of Indian history, or some incidents of stirring interest 
for home reading for schoohboys, and of historical hand-books for girls’ schools, all of which 
will command h general sale, may seem astonishing ; but until a truly historical spirit, and criti. 
cal methods necessary to separate fact from fable are developed among the educated youths 
of the present day, this department of Indian literature is likely to remain much neglected. 

Language:— TUhe works received under this important head are mainly school-books con- 
sisting of Primers, Headers and Glossaries, keys, and vocabularies, Grammars, large and small 
translation exercises and letter-writers, and text-books for High Schools and University exa- 
minations with or without annotations. There are also a collection of Sanskrit proverbs with 
Telugu and English explanations, another of English proverbs on the same plan with occa- 
sional Sanskrit sayings corresponding to some of the English proverbs, a new Canarese 
Grammar and a work on Prosody, besides a reprint of a part of Tolkapiam — the oldest and 
most voluminous but rare Tamil treatise— on points of Tamil Grammar and Prosody, with the 
rules of poetic art as to the hero and the heroine, their emotions and passions. 

jCaw.— The increasing number of legal practitioners and law students continues to give 
an impetus to publishers of law-books, who seem to have been more active than in the past 
year; but the only works worthy of notice among the new publications are Mr. Gribble’s 
Outline) of Medical Juriaprndence for Indian Criminal Courts, with useful hints to Native 
Magistrates and Yakeels, and Police Officers and medical men who have to report on wounds 
and injuries and causes of death in criminal coses that come before the Courts in this countiy ; 
Mr. Powell’s Notes and Comments on the Indian Trusts Act, and a new edition of a dictionary 
of law terms and phrases collected from every department of law, which has become rare and 
the usefulness of which has been enhanced by the addition of a vocabulary to this edition of 
select revenue and judicial terms from "Wilson’s valuable glossary, 

ilfeifreine.— Special mention is due to the following new works, besides the useful Journal 
of Veterinary Science in India and Army Animal Management already noticed : — An Alphahe- 
tieal Fepertory of the various'affections of the human body and their homoeopathic treatment ; 
a Botanical and Historical account, and the properties and uses of coca-leaves of South America, 
and the mode of raising them like the betel-leaf in Southern India; the Indian Stoelt-owner^s 
Manual, and Treatment of Cattle Diseases j PJain Directions for the treatment of common 
diseases, and a Telugu work on midwifery and diseases of children. This last work is the 
Manual,' and Treatment of Cattle Diseases; Plain Directions for the treatment of common 
result of English contact, being the production of an experienced native medical officer, ‘who 
treats the subject on the modern European system of medical treatment, presenting his matter, 
however, in such a simple, natural dress as to command the confidence and approval of the 
Telugu-speakiiig people. Among the old medical works of the country published during the 
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rear of report, the Telugu version in verse of a small veterinary work on the diseases of oxen 
and cows ascribed to Sahddera — the last of the Pandu Princes, — and a Malayalam tract on 
the properties of plants-, liquids, and flesh of various animals, and a 'J'amil translation of a MS. 
hlahratta work on medicine, prepared hy the native doctor of the late Maharaja Sarfoji of 
Tanjore, seem to deserve notice. 

Mi$cellatteout.~-'i\\\s is the most comprehensive of .all the heads in point of subject-matter, 
and includes the periodiwils in English and the Vernacular languages Judicative of the growing 
intelligence of the people, geographies of continents, countries and districts, maps and pictorial 
illustrations, an Indian Prest Gitide and AdveritBera’ Eand-hooh, TeacherP Hannah of 
Method and SehooUmanagement, a Game-book, a Deah Eiclionary with a writing pad and 
calendar, a Paper on mental, moral and social improvement, and tracts devoted to the cause of 
women, or in defence of and against widow remarriage, and a book of advice to women in 
reference to their religious and moral duties in Tamil. 

Poelrg. — ^The bulk of the poems are what native presses are never tired of republishing, 
and the new poetical pieces am specimens more of versification than of poetry worth -the name. 
The old verse literature may be divided into epic (Kavya) and puranic, philosophic, moral, and 
devotional writings, while translations and selections from old works, school poetry, and eulogies 
of Native Princes, chiefs and saints, amatory verses and dirges, and a colloquy in Tamil verse 
intended for recitation on marriage occasions in Hindu families, may he said to make up the 
contributions of the preseut day. 

Politiea.~-1he political excitement which has prevailed -in the, country for the past year or 
two has been so unusual, that it might reasonably hare been expected to quicken the faculties' 
of those interested iu politics for writing well-considered political tracts and spirited pam- 
phlets ; but the space devoted by the press to original articles and hurried discussions has 
perhaps tended to create the scantiness of productions in a more permanent form. The new 
puhlicatiofis received under this head are, what is called, the “ Pipon Memorial Series," No. 
1 being a Tamil lecture on the importance of forming political associations thronghont the 
country, and the “Proceedings of a Conference” of the Madras Mahajan Sabha, containing 
papers and discussions on administrative reform, “Bnssia veraita India," which is a reprint of 
the remarks and extracts from the London Punch, and other sources on the recent Eussian 
advance against Afghanistan and India, and a for more valuable reprint of General Sir Arthur 
Cotton's Public Works in India, which has become rare, find a place in this group. 

P/iiVosqp'iy is as yet only a handmaid to religion in India, and occupies a subordinate 
place : and, consequently, boobs or pamphlets discussing problems as in European treatises on 
philosophy are scarce. The two new publications under this head are a Tamil adaptation of 
the Hindu system of logic and a Hand-book of Deductive Logic in English for the use of 
candidates for the examinations of the University. 

Beligtous works are the most nnmerous and continue to maintain, as usual, the highest 
place in the list. Of the 417 works under this head, 209 belong to the Hindus, 70 to the 
Muhammadans, and 138 are Christian books and tracts, the first two showing an increase, and 
-the last a decrease, when compared with the figpires for 188 i. Theosophy also has two pam- 
phlets, besides the several numbers of the Theosopbist, but one of these pamphlets defends 
Christian ty against Theosophy, aud the other exposes the alleged occult phenomena that took 
place under the control of Madame Blavatsky. The appearance for the first time in print of 
some of the recondite works peculiar to Southern India like Tatwa Muktd Kalapam and Pdduka 
Sahasra in Sanskrit, and Kaivalya Hdeduitum, a philosophic poem in Tamil, is a promising 
feature, while Kalyabdhydna Mimdmsa against the admission of a Brahman after sea voyage 
into a religious society, and similar tracts against widow-remarriage, indicate a state of mind 
not favourable to the views of reformed India. 

Sektiee, Mathematical. — With three exceptions, the publications under this head are 
intended for the use of schools, and the most gnitif}dng fact to be mentioned in connection 
with these educational works is the valuable accession which the science of Geometry has re- , 
ceived during 1885. What with Mr. J. Adam’s editions of in Euclid convenient and inexpen- 
sive parts, with explanatoiy notes, vernacular glossaries and carefully-graduated exercises, 
aud Mr. Hanumauta Kan’s Lessons on Practical Geometry, and other works in course of 
publication at the close of the year, there would seem to be no lack of aids to both the Native 
teacher and student of this imporbint branch of elementary mathematics. The three exceptions 
above referred to are a useful collection of mathematical t.ables of squares and cubes, square and 
cubeyoots, of areas of circles and segments, of weights in pounds per cubic foot of metal, 
timber and other substance, as well as trigonometrical tables, and interest account-book in 
Tamil, and an epbemeris in Telugu from 1857 to 1888, showing the Indian dates correspond- - 
ing to the dates in the English calendar. 
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Science, Natural and other . — Half a dozen school-books on Phvsics and Clicmlstir, Phjfio- 
logy and Llg'litj — all compiled from standard English ^rorks on those snhjccts, and Gcikic’s 
Physical Geography in Tclngn, appear in this snh-Hinsion ; and, nndcr the head of Hindu 
Natural Science may he mentioned the Aryan Miscellany, published as a monthly serial contain- 
ing an English translation of the Brihat Samhita of Vuraha Mihira in Sanskrit, which is valu- 
able as presenting a variety of information on Solar and Lunar Physics, Geology, Agrieultnro 
and Architecture, and like subjects treated of in the indigenous seientine literature of the 
country. Another old work on Hindu Natural Astrology and lloroscopy by the same author 
is also issued as a serial, the Sanskrit text being translated, apparently for the first time, into 
English. An English monograph, on the uses of insectivorous birds as well as grain and fruit- 
eaters to the Agricultnrist, deserves notice as being both instructive and interesting to the 
intelligent reader, while two bilingual tracts of ancient growth— one on the Horoscopes of 
Hindu 'Wunicn with indications from the birth aspects ns to length of life, time of marri.sge, 
numl^cr of children and other results, good and evil, and the other on How a Man's Lea>'c of 
Life and Fortunes are determined— may be mentioned to show how this branch of Indian 
science is still studied cxclusircly, if not for the liglit it lets in upon the state of popular 
thought. 

Under the title of rwee/t and Toyajet there is no work to record this year; and as a 
matter of fact, this class of writing is always scanty and poor, if produced in the vernaculars. 

C. The number of works in whoso case their proprietors have registered the copyright is 
172 against 122 in the preceding year, and is the largest number ever registered in this presi- 
dcncy. The proi’isions of the law with respect to the proprietary right in books, seem to be 
better understood than before in British territory, but they are violated by native printers 
ireyond it, specially in the French Settlement of Knrikal, with impunity, pirated editions of 
Government school-books in particular having been largely published there for sale in this presi- 
dency. It seems hardly possible to enforce the discontinuance of such literary piracy in (he 
absence of an international copyright law, or a special convention with foreign Government^ 
and the Native States of India, for the encouragement of literature and authorship. 

7. "With this short sketch of the published literature of 1SS5, 1 begtoconcludc my report, 
adding however that the progress recorded, if measured absolutely by the annual literary 
activity, will not appear altogether satisfactory to any’ one who look? at it from a stranger’s 
stand-point. But 1 believe tliat the life of a nation's literature takes many centuries to grow 
to maturity, and that, though a good deni ha? to be done in this part of India, yet within the 
last twenty years greater work has been done than was accomplished during the twenty yearr 
immediately preceding. Considering that all serious cfibrLs to publi<!i collection* of the old 
poets and recondite works of religion which could not sec the light before, all the faithful 
translations and adaiitation? of Sanskrit and other valu.'ibic works in the vernaculars, all cur 
reading scries and all the noteworthy periodicals and occasional publications indicative cf 
origin-il effort, all these have been the work of the last few years, and that the pn ••* i« daily 
finding incrc3«--d employment, the prc'cnt stage of advance which ha* I>eca reached s 'cra* to 
hold out priunisc for the fnlurc, c'pccially if the rate of prpgiv*s in the g.’i-al civi!i,-ing work 
of education, which lia* been carried on during tbc short interval of tcarec forty-five years, :« 
to be maiutaiucJ as actively and well as in tbc jui'l. 


It will be reen from 1hcstlhjo^nc^l statement that the numlw'r of pullicsti-n* frr l-fh if 
at>ovc th'” average number for the tea years ending uiubrtl:'* held* (.j) Art, Ilvt^rr,

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2. The following analysis shows that the number of publications for the year 1883 under 
"Original Works" and “Translations "is far greater than the average under the same heads 
for the ten preceding years; that the number of rcpnblications is 15 per cent, less^ and that the 
percentage of educational works is 4 per cent, greater, than the percentage for the eight pre- 
ceding years : — 



3. It is gratifying to observe that several useful works, the most important of them 
being written by graduates of the ^Madras University, were added during 1883 under Indus- 
trial Art, Medicine, Science, Philosophy and Language. 

4. The steady increase of periodicals from 55 in 1S83 to 74 and 119 in 1884 and 1885, 
respectively, and the high percentage (66) of English school-books,- law-books and periodicals 
by native authors, show that the educated Natives are taking a fair share in trying to supply 
what are believed to he the literary, social and political wants of the day. The publication of 
keys, paraphrases, compendiums, notes, ' vocabularies, &c., issued with the avowed object of 
helping candidates to pass examinations, is not, however, a matter for nnmixed congratulation 
from an educational or scholastic point of view. Every effort should be made to encourage those 
higher forms of productiveness, signs of which are not wanting among the publications of the 
year. 
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5, The number of copyrights registered daring 1885 is 172, which, os the Begistrar 
observes, is the largest number ever registered. As regards the infringement on the Govern- 
ment copyright referred to by the Registrar in paragraph 6, it is observed that the opinion of 
the Law Officer of Government has again been solicited as to the steps to betaken to arrest the 
sale of pirated editions of Government books.

With reference to the letter from the Assistant Seeretary to the Govern- 
ment of India, in charge. Home Department, Calcutta, No. 1133, dated 14th 
ultimo, I am directed to forward herewith, for submission to the Government 
of India, copy of a report by the Reporter on the Native Press, and Registrar 
of Native Publications, Bombay, containing a brief review and analysis of pub- 
lications registered in the Quarterly official catalogues for the year 1885 
together with its accompaniment, prepared in aecordanee with the orders con- 
tained in the Resolutions of the Government of India No. 10-707, dated 26th 
April 1876, and No. 1-456, dated 12th September 1882. 

From G. bl. SItse, Esq., Acting llcgistrar of Native FablicatioSs, Bombay, to the Acting TTnder-Secrctary to 

the Government of Bombay, Generai Department, — No. 310, dated Bombay, tbe 23rd Augnst 1886. 

In conformity with tbe instructions contained in the Government of India's Eesolutions, 
Nos. 10-707, dated 26th April 1875, and 1-458, dated 12 th September 1882, I have the honour 
to submit a brief review and analysis of the publications registered in the Bombay Presidency' 
under Act XXV. of 1867 during 1885, with the four quarterly catalognes. 

2. The total number of works registered during the year under report was 2,023, showing 
an excess of 394 over the number registered in the previous year. They may first be divided 
into 1,527 books and 496 issues of periodicals, and secondly into 1,855 or nearly 92 per cent, 
publications in Eastern languages, and 163, or a little above 8 per cent., publications in English. 
Among the 1,855 works in Eastern languages, were included 4S7 books and 132 periodicals in 
Marathi, 422 books and 289 periodicals in Gujarati, 74 books in Urdu, and 100 books in 
Sanskrit, the remaining 351 works being divided among the other languages of the Presidency 
such as Kdnarese, Hindi, Marvadi, and bi-lingual, tri-lingual and quadri-lingnal combinations. 

3. Of the 168 English publications, 93 were books and 75 numbers of monthly and 

Bngliah mirla. quarterly periodicals. Of the former, 06 were original works 

published for the first time, and 27 republications, transla- 
tions, &c. The division of the original works according to tbe subjects treated of therein as 
made in Statement No. 1 shows that there have been no books published under the heads of 
Drama, Fiction and Fliilosophy, the other heads having more or less books under each. The 
number of English publications in 1885 was less than that in the previous year by 6. The most 
noticeable English works of the year under review are mentioned below : — Samuel Cooke's 
Specification for the manufacture of ChemicalManures from materials locally obtainable in the 
raw condition gives an easy method of preparing from ashes, lime and ground bones a manure 
containing ".the necessary ingredients of plant-growth." The invention is patented for India. 
(The) Eminent Indian Patriots’ Series — The Honourable Dadabhii iVorrqfi— briefly describes the 
life of Mr. Dddabhai Navroji, a Farsi gentleman of Bombay, well-known in India and England. 
This series, the author says, is intended to narrate the lives of ten or twelve most patriotic 
Indians whom the country has produced daring tbe century of British rule, and whom the 
united voice of their countrymen has acknowledged ns the true benefactors of India. The 
Notes on the Mint Towns and Coins of the Mahomedans from the earliest period to the present 
time with map and a table showing the Dinars, Dirhems and Fulus of the Amawee and Abbasee 
Khaleefehs from the year 79 to 332 A. H. is a valuable compilation of numismatic information. 
The author states that "..the location of the mint towns and the information respecting them 
have been most carefully collected from a large number of maps, atlases, gazetteers, encyclo- 
pedia, histories, geographies and other works of reference available to the author, and though 
wherever possible, the latitude and longitude have been given, it is necessary to observe that 
the author docs not pretend to give the definite position of cities long since extinct, but has 
endeavoured to show where the mint town is alleged to have stood." norse-breeding in the 
Dovbay Presidency compares the Arab horse with the country-bred animal, and shows that the 
latter is as good ns the former, and cheaper too, and that it can be reared without difficulty and 
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with advantage both to Government and the eonntrf at large. Government arc advised to 
increase the number of the stallions, to discontinne the system of branding the mares, to cause 
all race-courses to bo thrown open to the conntrj-bred at the principal race-meetings in the 
Bombay Presidency, and to establish nurseries for rearing young stock for their ultimate ap. 
propriation for remount purposes. A Compendium of the Cattet and trilet found in India by 
JSnstaee J. Kitts is also a valuable compilation. It gives a bird's eye view of the strength aud 
distribution of the entire system of castes and tribes found in India. The work is prepared 
from the reports on the census of 1881 for the various provinces (excluding Bnrma) and Native 
States of the Empire. In Tlie Neto Land Jterenue Policy of the Bomlay Gorernment and Taxa- 
tion cf Snitoil Water at the forthcoming RevUion eetllemenU in Gujarat — J. U. Yajnik tries to 
prove that the principle of taxing subsoil water in jirait land is open to objection, Istly, that it 
is economically unsound, and 2ndly, that it is difficult to work out in its integrity j that it will 
result in inequality of assessments, and that the carrying out of it will throw too strong a 
temptation in the way of classes drawing twenty to forty mpees a month, while officers of 
higher rank would simply throw up the work in despair. The special assessment of wells is 
declared to be wrong as discouraging improvements in land and as such deserving to be aban- 
doned. {The) Organization oj Credit in Europe and in India, ly “ Hhlorieuzf is a compilation 
of a series of learned articles originally published in the Times of India newspaper, and com- 
pares the state of the cultivator in India with that of the cultivator in other countries such as 
Italy, Prance, &c., as regards the facilities of obtaining the necessary capital for agricultural 
operations, and suggests the method of conducting agricultural banks with a view to free the 
agricnltarist from the clntcbes of the inexorable money-lender and to improve his material con- 
dition. Ancient India as deserihed by Ptolemy — being a Iranslation of the chapters which, describe 
India and Central and Eastern Asia in the Treatise on Geography written by Klandios Plolemaios, 
the celebrated Astronomer, with introduction, commentary, map of, India according to Ptolemy and a 
very copious index is a Ptolomic geography of the whole of Asia, with the exception of those 
countries which, from their neighbourhood and frequent intercourse, were well-known to the 
nations of the TTest. The commentary exhibits scholarly and patient research, and considerably 
enhance the v.alne of the text. This is the fourth volume of the series of annotated transla- 
tions of classical writers, which relate to ancient India by the same author, and is valuable to 
those to whom the original text is a sealed book. A Khojifs tour in Australia is the diary of a 
shrewd and observant traveller who spent nearly tbree months on his voyage from Bombay to 
Australia and back. It may be observed that of the total number of English books, 51 were 
written by Natives, 40 by Europeans and S by Natives and Europeans. Among the productions 
of the Natives Daddbhai JfavrojVs life hy Maoelgi Baijorji, New Land Beceaue Policy of the 
Bombay Government by Javerilal Umiasbankar Yanik, and A Khojefs tour in Australia by 
Pazulbboy Visram are the only noticeable works, the rest being of minor importance. 

4. To the ably-condncted old periodicals entitled the Indian Antiquary, the Orientalist, 

the Orient, the Quarterly Journal of the Poona Sdrvajanih 
Englisli Feno^cals. Sabhd, and the Pnrdns, was added the Taprdbanian, a Bravi- 

dian Journal of oriental studies in and around Ceylon, in Natural History, Archaology, Philo- 
logy, History, ^e. The new periodical is published every two months, embodies the results of 
much learned research, and is intended to be a store-house of details in oriental studies in and 
aronnd Ceylon. 

5. The total nnmber of Marathi books published in 1885 was 487 against 315 of the 

previons year, showing an increase of 172. A glance at Table 
JfatatMBoolcs. g have been written to a 

larger or smaller extent on all subjects except Voyages and Travels. The works on Drama 
and Fiction arc the most numerous. The number of readers of h'ght hterature being large, and 
the writing of sneh hooks requiring, according to some, no high education or research on the 
part of the writers but only an imaginative mind, many people select this branch for hook- 
making. Some of the works of this class are well written and are interesting and calculated 
to convey a sound moral. Most of them are Prakasans or farces and treat of love matters. A 
few arc written with the object of decrying high education, especially among the female sex. 
The people of India are conservative in principle, and a large majority of them are against 
Indian women imitating their sisters of the "West in education and social liberty. They fear 
that the education which the so-called reformers propose to give to their daughters and sisters 
is likely to make them irreligions and insubordinate, and therefore less useful in the manage- 
ment of the household. The teaching of reading and writing vemacnlar and Sanskrit is not 
so much objected to, but English education is abhorred by them as utterly nnsnitable and 
injurious. In support of tbeir assertions they point to a large nnmber of educated men turned 
ont by high schools and colleges who dislike the religion, manners and habits of their ancestors. 
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nlono deserve notiee: — (The) Kmence of Truth is one of the clTiisions of tlic ill-fcclinur enter. 
Inined by, as yet, n small ami unimporlant parly amon" the non-Brahmaiiieal classes of Western 
India, partieularly the Shudras of the Deccan, towards the Brahmans, and accuses them of 
having purposely l:cpt the non-Brahmanical castes ignorant, illiterate and far behind in the 
race of human progress. The work under notice severely censures the Brahmins for having 
ilhtrcatcd and fed upon the Shudras and the lotv castes under the cloak of religion ; and iinds 
fault with the Brahmos and Prdrlhnn£ Samiijists for failing to make nii}’ efforts for raising the 
Sliudnos and the low castes from their ignoMut and depressed condition in the scale of Hindu 
society. The Vijupur Varnana supplies a historical and topographical description <if the city of 
Bijdpur, which was once tlic capital of the Adilshihi Hiihomcdan kingdom in thu Deccan and 
is now full of interesting ruins. The materials for the work arc stated to have been collected 
from Euglisb and iMardthi works, native manuscripts and personal enquiries on the spot. The 
r idhudarpan Mala 3, Slridharma, is a well-drawn exposition of the duties of women, founded 
upon some precepts in the Maniismriti or the Institutes of Mnnu and the Slahdbhdrat Purdn. 
It is, however, a translation of a work in the Bengali language. Ashvaparihhd, or the examia- 
aiion of hones, is a comprehensive work on the examination, management, breeding, and 
diseases of horses. It is said to he based upon Sanskrit, Marathi, Persian and English works 
on the subject, and must prove highly uscfnl to owners and breeders of horses. Almost all 
the publications under the head Poelrp arc reprints of old works u]>on legendary or semi. - 
religious subjects, such as the pmiscs or glorification of, or hymns to, the Gods of the Hindu 
Pantheon. There are some original works, hut with the cxcejition of the following they do not 
deserve particular notice: — Jn Elegy on Ihe death of Henry Fateeett, is a small work lamenting 
the untimely death of Sir. Fawcett, whoso important services to India are gratefully remem* 
bered and whose dc.ith is considered to be a national loss to this country. Samddhi Shatdvali, 
or one hundred lines in verse about the tomb, is a pathetic appeal to the leaders of Hindu society 
in the Deccan and to l^Iarathd princes, exhorting them to pay honor to the memory of Shivnji, 
the founder, of the Marfitha Empire, by subscribing funds for repairs to his tomb at 
Rayagad. ' This appeal was not responded to by the public, but the request made to Lord 
Eeay through the Native press, haring succeeded in obtaining the sanction of Government for 
repairs through the Public Works Department, His Lordship was praised for his sympathy . 
for Natives and appreciation of antiquarian works. Vijan Pari, or the Deserted Village is a 
tolerably well-executed translation in verse of Goldsmith's Deserted Village. The Vyavahdra- 
padya Sahasra, or a thousand verses on various subjects, by Keshnv Sadashiv Risbud, is a very 
valuable poetical work. There arc very few books in modem literature that will come up to 
this production. The style is simple and pure, and the sentiments expressed are noble and ele- 
vated. 'ITie work deserves patronage from Government and the public. Of the two works 
(the third being a second edition) on Polities, one briefly describes some of the prominent acts 
and measures of Lord Ripon's administration, and expresses gratitude for the same, and the 
other work gives a short substance of the Bombay Local Boards Act, and adrises the people to 
exercise great caution and discretion in electing their representatives on the Boards. Srishti 
Dnydn, or Natural Science, a Marathi journal issued monthly, is a scientific periodical, its chief 
aim being to spread a knowledge of natural philosophy and mixed sciences among the Maratlii- 
speaklng population, and is a valuable addition to Marathi literature. The other works on 
natural science are school geographical pamphlets written by subordinate school-masters. 

6. To the old periodicals the year under report has added tlwee more, namelj', the Nityupa- 

deshah, or the Moralist, a literary periodical ; the Vdgvilas, 
Marathi Periodicals. apart of language, a literary and scientific periodical ; and 

the Bdl Sumitra, or the children’s good friend, an instructive and entertaining periodical for 
children. All these are published at Bombay. 

7. The total Gujarati books of the year under report were 483 against 363 of the year 

previous. The improvement is to be seen both in original 
Gujardti Books. works and translations. It may be stated here, that of the 

total number of publications 84 per cent, were written by Hindus, 13 per cent, by Farsis, and 
8 per cent, by Musalmdns. Last year the number of iMarathi pablic.ations was smaller than that 
of Gujarati books, while this year -the relation is reversed. This seems to be only accidental 
and not an effect of emulation, which feeling seems to have no play in the matter. The most 
interesting works of the year are noted below : — ^The art of playing upon concertinas and fiddles 
has of late become popular among the Farsis and Musalmdns, and three small works have been 
published on this subject. The remaining 13 public.ations under are monthly issues of a 
periodical devoted to agriculture. The other arts have had no books written on them. The 
taste for Biography is growing among the Gujardti readers, -and lives of the Emperor Akbar, 
Feter the Great of Russia, and Ahilydbdi Holkarin of Indore, were written last year. Of the 
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39 Dramatical ^oi\ss, 17 were based on mythological and other legends, 12 on social snbjects 
and the remaining 10 on lore and other topics. Among the 12 publications on social snbjects 
5 were written bj Hindus condemning child-marriages and perpetual n'idowhood ; and 6 by 
Parsis on social evils existing among their own community. G^e latter, which are rather 
adaptations from, or inspired by, English works of some reputed authors, are far superior to the 
productions of Hindu authors. Xant Knlainan Earttih, or the mudeeds of the tquint-ei/ed 
• Ealdi, is a witty and interesting story. The Gujarat DdjaHhdn, or the Native Statw of Guj- 
arat, is a short historical and descriptive account of the difcerent large and small Native States 
of Gujarat and Kathiawar. The book is compiled from several English and Gujarati works 
and other sources, and is a valuable ^ft to the Gnjarati-q)eaking population, lldne Shikhdman 
or adriee to a mother, supplies suggestions for the management of children. The work is based 
upon the Englbb book, entitled. Advice to a Mother, and adapted to Native manners and 
customs. Native medicines are also prescribed in a few places. The book is a prize essay 
approved and rewarded by the Gujarat Vernacular Society. Among the Mitcellaneoue works 
in Gujarati, monthly or periodical numbers of translations of several well-known Partins are 
issued, such as the Ddmydn, Mahdbhdrat, Mateya Pttrdn Shivapurdn, aai a ievi others. The 
Patriotic Association of Baroda still follows its praiseworthy course of issuing at a very small 
price of a pie or two, small tracts on nsefnl subjects. Purdlan Alath Khdndn, or ancient f re 
iemplei, contains a brief account of the ancient fire temples in Persia, and a short paper showing 
that the followers of several other religions besides the Zoroastrians worshipped fire. The in- 
formation contained in the book is collected irom several published works connected with the 
subject. TiteJ: Vantydne Jngreji ritihaluuupuilat, or the Voice of Witdom, or the booh on Dnylith 
etiquette, is a small work giving useful information on some points of English etiquette. The 
book is highly useful to such Natives as frequently come in contact with Europeans or mix in 
European society. Most of the jpoe/rea/ works are reprints of the productions of old popular 
authors. Among the ori^nal productions are some small works praising Lord Ripon’s adidnis- 
tration, eulogpesof some of the Native Prince, and denunciation of the social evils of chUd-mar- 
riages and ill-assorted matches, Jain legends, and several other subjects. Of the three works 
on Politic*, two describe in brief the good works of Lord Bipon’s administration, and the third 
Hindi and Britannia, a political picture, is no in which Indian patriotism laments the 

dependent and depressed condition of Hind (lodia). Hind appears on the scene and accuses 
Britannia of being the cause of her (Hind's) present pitiable condition. At this stage Brit- 
annia puts in appearance, and a discussion ensues between the two in which Hind gives vent to 
most of her stock complaints and grievances, expressing them in severe language and decidedly 
bad taste, while Britannia makes a weak defence. Idbeity appears on the spot for the purpose 
of arbitration, but acts more like an advocate of Hind, and uses towards Britannia stronger lan- 
guage, and expresses more condemnatory sentiments, than those made use of by Hind herself. 
Britannia is represented to have admitted the truth of most of the accusations preferred against 
her. India expresses a desire to be freed from the trammels of British rule, but liberty cen- 
sures her for entertaining such a wish, telling her at the same time that she is not yet fit to 
become independent, and that it is to her own benefit that she should continue to remain under 
subjection to England for a longtime to come. Liberfy then proposes, and England consents, 
to the appointment of Lord Bipon for the purpose of undoing the mischief done by various 
administrations, particularly that of Lord lytton, which is said to have caused great dissatis- 
faction among the people of Indix Lord Bipon succeeds in the duty entrusted to him, and 
gains the hearts of the people. The language, tone and sentiments in parts of the book are so 
severe, and in such bad taste, as to be highly objectionable. The book is a political drama, the 
characters being Patriotism, Hind, Britannia and Liberty. It is dedicated to Lord Bipon, and 
contains at the end verses in English, Sanskrit and Gujarati in eulogy of His Lordship. The 
idea of the book, the author says in the preface, was suggested to him by what he calls "a 
great political upheaval through which the country passed daring the Initrum from 1876 to 
18S0." Most of the /)^i?orqpi/ai7 publications arc reprints of old works on Ved£ntism and a 
few on Jain philosophy. Shehamhdha Hotanyrdli Jdridine Kherad talhS Purdtan Pirti 
Pdda»hdiaoni Naihihato, or Inexhauftille Jfltdom,” ly Bmperor Uo^hang, and the precept* 
of other ancient Pertian Emperor*, contains moral and instructive precepts and philosophical 
rcfiections on diverse subjects illustrative of ancient Persian wisdom. The autliors of these pre- 
cepts belong to the Peshdadian, Kianian, Ash Eianian and SasSoian dynasties. The publica- 
tions on Jieligiott are mostly made up of prayers and hymns of Jainism, Indian deism and a . 
few other Indian seels. Yaena and the Gattaf, teith eopicui explanatory note* and an appendix, 
arc Zoroastrun ceremonial and other prayers translated by the light of the Kscsxthts made by 
some of the woU-fcnown scliolais in France and Germany during the la=t 50 years in some of 
the ancient languages and religions of the East, .^moagthe pahh'cations cn A’afcrcf Seier.ee

work bc-iring tlio s-ame title. It is a very useful work for Gujarati sliulonts. Another work 
on natural science is Chamaihlr Chandrika, or n coUeetion of wonders, giving n brief account 
of some of the wonders in nature, astronomical, clicmiciti, bol.-jiiical, plij'siologieal, &c. The 
book is entertaining and inslruetive to young sludonls, and is n TOluablo prize book. 

8. There wore iJSO issues of Gujarati periodic.als during tlioyear under report, against 21.5 

in the year previous. Twelve now periodicals were published 
during the year under report and they were on diverse sub- 
jects. 

9. The number of books published in Urdu during 1883 was l i, t.e,, nearly the same ns 
that of ISS't. More than half of them were reprints. None 
treated of Bieyrap/iy, Law, Medicine, Vkilosophy, Sciences, 

or Foyayes and Travels. There was only one publication under Arts. It was a translation 
on the subject of military drill, sword exercise, &c. The 12 dramatic works were small and 
written specially for the stage. Some of them nro made attractive to common minds by the 
introduction of supernatural agencies among the Dramatis Personal. The only book calling 
for special notice is the Jlaciir Masayil, or one tkovsand questions. It is ihclndcd under the 
head of Misecllaneons publications, and contains ono thousand questions asked by a, Jew to the 
Prophet Alabomcd. The works cl.issiflcd under other beads do not call for special notice. 

10. The remaining modern languages sjiokcn in this presidency, namely, Hindi, Mdrvddi, 

.1 >1 Kauaresc, Brij, Hindn-Sindi, Arabic-Sindi, and Pashtn are 

nearly m the same state of backwardness in which they were 
in the yc.ar previous so far ns the progress of literature is concerned. The total number of 
books published in them collectively was 84, against 57 in 1S84. The following books arc 
worth notice : — The single biographical work in Hindi entitled Bhakta Maid, or tie lives of 
Saints, contains short accounts of some of the ancient and modern Hindu saints. The inform- 
ation given about the former is collected from the Hindu Piirans, nnd that about the latter, 
who were mostly residents of Upper India, is gathered from traditions. Under the head of 
Philosophy, in Hindi are throe important works. Sodmi Ckidghttndnandgirikrito Kydyapraidsh, 
or the light of the Fydya philosophy, by Sydmi Ghidghandnandgiri, is an exposition of the Nydyn 
philosophy, founded principally on the Nydya Sutras of Gautama, and the Yaishcshiklt of 
Eauddmuni, which is not so much a branch of the Nydya system as a supplement to it, extending 
the Nyhya to physical enquiries. . The work is apparently intended for the edification of those 
to whom the original Sanskrit works arc inaccessible on account of their ignorance of that lan- 
guage. Atmapnrdn, or a treatise on tie soul or supreme spirit, is a translation of the original work 
in Sanskrit bearing the same name by Svdmi Shnnkarduand, and of portions of the com- 
mentary on it, also in Sanskrit by Pandit Kdkdrdm. The Atmapurdn is not to bo found 
in the authorized list of the eighteen Pnrdns, but is si modern work written after the model 
of a Purdn. It is an amplification of, and a commentary on, the Upanishads, .the philosophical 
treatises appended to the difierent Shdkhds or branches of the Vedas. The work contains 
subtle discussions on the doctrines of Veddntism, interspersed with introductory stories borrowed 
from the Upanishads themselves. Pour of the five Mdrvddi poems are productions exhibiting 
a low moral tone. The single Kdnarese publication under the head Travels and Voyages, is 
entitled Dakshiu Ydtrd Charitra, or an aceount of the pilgrimage to the holy places in the South. 

It is an account of the holy places of tlie Hindus, such as Udapi, Subramhan, &c., visited by 
the author in his pilgrimage to sacred shrines in Southern India. The single work in Brij, 
under the head Arts, is entitled Gdyan Sdgat, or the ocean of vocal music. It gives an expla- 
nation and examples of different modes of singing and their modifications. The two publications 
on Biography in Arabic-Sindi, are the first and second editions of a short biography of the well- 
known Persian poet Shekh Sadi, nnd are entitled Shekh Mashlahuddin Sadi Shirajhijo jhikare, 
or an account of Shekh Mashlahuddin Sddi of Shirdj. 

11. Of the classical languages Sanskrit shows the largest number of works published 

in the year under notice ; Persian comes next, and after that 

Sanskrit, Persian, Arabic and Arabic. Hebrew has had two publications onh'. Ninety per

cent, of the works m Sanskrit, Persian, and Arabic are re- 
publications of old books, and Religion is the principal subject they treat. Of the 100 Sanskrit 
publications of 1885, 9 are original, giving small hymns and tales deserving no p.irticular notice. 
Among the repnblications are to be seen fresh editions of the Bhvgavata, the Rdmayana, some 
of the Upanishads, Panchadashi, Devi Bhdgavat and some other Pnrans, Fra! ardj and. some 
other works on religion, Sidhant Kaumudi and a few works on language. The Fydkaraua- 
Mahdbhdsiya of Patanjali, Vol. Ill, part I, and Vol. Ill, part Hi edited by F. Kielhorn, Ph. 

D., is a valuable addition to Sanskrit literature. The Satih Guruchandrodaya Kaumudi, or 
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tie plories of tie Gitrv or spiritual pitide, togeticr teifi a eommciitarp, sings the glories of Gnru 
Nnnak, the founder of the Sikh religion. He is stated to he an incarnation of God, the last 
(Enlki) of the ten incarnations of Hindu mytholog}', and is styled the protector of the Yedas 
and the defender of Ilindnisin. Out of the 19 Persian publications, one is an original work 
entitled MiiiiaiuKias Karima, or verses composed of fee liites, iico of triici are taien from Sieih 
SddPs Karima, and contains verses on morality. 'The other jpoctieal works aro rcpnhlications 
of portions or entire poems of some of tho well-known poets of Persia, such ns Shekh Sadi, 
Hafiz, Jami and hLahoracd Ibriihira. Tho four Miscelhiiieotis works consist of reprints of 
books on dreams, fortnue-telling, ‘spells, and magic, alchemy, and several branches of the 
black art, such as conjuration, enchantment, sorcer}’, &e. In Arabic the total number of hooks 
published during tho year 1885 was 8 ns against 17 in ISSJ-. None of thorn wore original 
works.

works. The former is an appeal from young Hindu widows of the higher classes among whom 
widow-marriage is prohibited, to tho elders of their respective communities describing their 
miseries, and praying the ciders to sanction re-marring^. The consideration of tho rc-mnrringo 
question given in tho second part of the work, is a elcar and wcll-writton dissertation on tho 
subject. Numerous authorities from the Hindu Shastros and Pnruns sanotibning widow 
marriage are quoted, and tho arguments of tho opponents are noticed. Pngdn Trailoiya 
Prdbidhar, or tie ligit hringing tie hitwledge if tie tiree worlds, issued in monthly numbers 
promises to furnish an exposition of tho Jain philosophy, religion, legendary loro, &o. 
Kdvyetiidsa Sangraia, or a collection of old iistories and poems, a monthly serial, has attained 
its eighth year, continuing to place heforo the public unpnhlishod old chronicles, historical 
and hiogp:iiphical, and unpublished old poems both Marathi and Sanskrit. Somo of tho issues 
of this serial contain interesting writings rescued from oblivion and destruotiou, suoh ns 
chronicles of the family of the Sdjas of Nagpur and Indoro. Cutei Maiodaya, or address to 
Bis Highness Maidrdjddiirdj Mirsd Maidrdo Siree Kiengdrji Bdiddur, on his installation, 
from tie people of Cutei, contains original Sanskrit poems. Cuteh Maiodaya, meaning tho 
great festival in Cutoh, is a well-written poem. It is tho work of a well-known Sanskrit 
scholar and te.ady poet. Pandit Ghattuldlji, who lost his sight at an early ago and prosecuted 
most of his education after he became blind. The address traces tho gcnc.aIogy of tho present 
Chief of Cutch 'to the god Krishna, praises tho Chief, his ancestors and his minister Divdn, 
Pdhddur Manibhai Jashhdi, and grives the young Prince some sound advico for ruling tho State 
justly and wisely. The hook contains five other addresses of varying length and merit by 
other Sanskrit poets. All the six poems are accompanied by their translations in Gujardti. 
Tie Jiitis'ataia and Fairdgyas’ataia of Bharlriiari, with extracts from two Sanskrit com- 


mentaries, edited with notes ffiy Kdshindth Trimlak Telang), [Bombay Sanskrit Series, Ho, XI, 
contains two short poems attributed to fibarlrihari. The first praises virtue and condemns 
vice, and the seeond shows th.at worldly pleasures are insipid and worthless, and ought not 
to engross the mind of a wise man. A learned preface and critical and explanatory notes aro 
added to the edition. There is a fine edition of Baghnvans’a of Kdlidds, for tie use of high 
schools and colleges. Besides the commentary of Mnllindth, ond copious extracts from the 
commentaries of Hemddri, Charitravarddhana, Sumativijaya, &c., it contains a litoral English 
translation, with notes in Sanskrit, and various readings, Tho present edition is carcfiill}' 
compiled and copiously annotated. Tie Journal of the Bombay Branch of tie Royal Asiatic 
Society (Fol. XVII, No. XLIV) Extra Number, contains Professor Peterson’s lloport on the 
search for Sanskrit manuscripts in the Bombay Circle, ISSS-B-t. This is the second report of 
operations in search of Sanskrit manuscripts in the Bombay Circle, which comprises, besides 
the Presidency of Bombay, Bajputana, Central India, and the Central Provinces, The Sanskrit 
library of the Mabfiraja of Alwfir, a Native State in Ildjputdn.a, was searched and supplied some 
interesting works. Dr. Peterson writes about tho library that "the collection is not in its 
main portion an old one, having been formed chiefly by tho enlightened Banising, who died 
in August 1857. It is, as most Rajput libraries aro, rich in astrologpcal books. But the chief 
interest of the libraty lies in the very valuable and complete collection of "t^edie books which it 
includes.” Auchityalankara of Ksiemendra, with a note on the date oj Pantajali, and an in- 
scription from Kolah, two papers read before the Bombay Branch of tie Royal Asiatic Society, 
with a preface in reply to Professor Biandarkar, is one side of a learned controversy going on 
between two well-known Sanskrit scholars of this presidency about the date of Patanjali. Dr. 


Bhandarkar holds that " Patanjali’s date, B.C 160, may now be' relied on,” while Dr. Peterson

maintains " tltcro is nothing on the record inconsistent nrith some considerably later date for 
Fntanjali then the second century before Christ." Ksbemendrn was a Cashinirinn poet of some 
note, and his work " Auehitytilnnkorn,” is n small treatise on Hhctonc. Dale ofPafavjali, No. 
II, being a second re^lg io Professor P. Pelerson, contests the views expressed upon the subject 
by Dr. Feterson in his last-mentioned work. T/ie legends of the Punjab, by Captain R. C. Temple, 
pnblishcd in monthly numbers in Panjabi and Rnglish, with foot-notes, contains some interesting 
legends. Ganjeshagagan, Audarze Atrepol Maraspanddn, Madigune Chalrang, and Andaree 
Kbnsroe Kavatan, the original Peplri ietl ; the same transliterated in Zend eharaeters, apd 
translated into the Gujarati and English languages ; a comm'eniarg and glossary of select teords,\s 
composed of four worlcs. Qnnjeshayagdii, or powerful wealth, Wtis composed by Vazorg Meher, 
Prime Minister of King Nosharvan the Just of Persia, in the sixth century of the Christian cm, 
by order of his master. The work explains the distinction between permanent and evanescent 
wealth in this world, and the mctins of acquiring such wealth ns is permanent and conducive to 
the true happiness of mankind, and gives an explanation of the whole system of the Yazddnpamst 
faith. A Pictionarg, English, Mar&thi, Gujardti and Sanshrit, issued in small parts, appears to ho 
compiled with some care, and likely to prove of great use to students of these languages. A 
Pietionfiry of the Persian and English languages, designed for the use of 21ilitarg and Civil Officers 
and Schools, is also a carefully compiled lexicon useful to the students of the Persian language. 

IS. In the year under report there has been more or less increase in the number of books

printed in every spoken and classical language of this presidency 
excepting Portuguese, Kanarcse, Mfirvndi, Afghfini and Arabic, 


and thus the course of annual increase in the number of publications has been fairly kept on. 
A retrospect of the progress of the literature of a country during a certain 2 >cnod is a fair 
index of the state of that country during that period, whether social, religious, moml or poli- 
tical, and one would naturally turn bis attention to table No. 50, given at the end of this review, 
to see how the Bombay Presidency fared in 1 S85. Looking to the last column of this statement, 
one secs that except Miscellaneous books the largest number of pnblieations was under tbc head 
of Poetrg, and the smallest under Togages and Travels. A natural inference to be drawn from 
these facts seems to be that the people did not much move about but led a sedentary life in 
contemplation and imagination. The small number registered under Arts points to the back- 
wardness of.arts and industries, and the necessity of encouraging technical education. In Polities 
also the nnmber of books was small, showing that the subject has not received the serious 
attention of the public, and that therefore they have j'et to learn much for qualifying them- 
selves for the safe administration of their country. Mathematical and mechanical science is a 
subject which docs not much find favour with them. Many such thoughts suggest them- 
selves to one’s mind, and sets one n-thinking about tbc rc.nl explanation of this state of things. 
Though so much is said about the so-called wide spre-ad of education, yet it is plain that education 
has not reached the barge masses of agriculturists and artisans that maintain themselves by 
manual work ; and that even those classes that appreciate high education dO not contain 


among them men competent to write on scientific and practical subjects. Going over the 
Quarterly Catalogues, one finds that not more than a dozen and a half, out of more than 90Q 
books published in Marathi and Gujartiti during the year under report have been written 
by graduates. Most of the contributions to vernacular liternturo appear to have been made 
by writers who have few pretensions to high education, and who are often low-paid vernacular 
school-masters -and clerks taking to book-making only as a means to supplement their meagre 
earnings by producing small tracts or compilations on minor subjects. Perhaps graduates 
are unable to write in their mother-tongues, most of their education having been in English. 
But in English, too, they have not written much. Perhaps, then, on account of their being 
mostly employed in Government service, they get no time to spare for the furtherance of 
the cause of literature ; otherwise, with such a large number of Bachelors and Masters- 
of Art, Licentiates of Medicine and Engineering, and so many teachers in high schools and 
colleges, vernacular literature ought to be very rich. It may be argued that the vernacular-reading 
public being very limited, there are no temptations for writers to write in those languages. 
This is true to a certain extent, but it must be remembered that the reading-public must be 
created, and that books must be written before they can be read. So long as 
graduates do not take to writing either voluntarily or as a necessary condition imposed upon 
them by the University for admission to its honors, vernacular literature has no chance of im- 
provement. This literature, depending as it does at present, on half-educated and narrow- 
minded persons, must be often rabid, trashy, and scarcely worth the name. The burning social 
questions of female education, infant marriages, and perpetual widowhood, and others which 
have been fervently written on in the newspapers and discussed in public meetings, have-not 
been treated in the form of books or pamphlets in vernacular by educated men. The anti-reform

10th August 1886. 

In continuation of Mr. Maepberson’s letter No. 800, dated the 17th 
August 1886, 1 am directed to submit, for the information of the Government 
of India, a copy of the Annual Report on the Bengal Library for the year 1885, 
and the analysis of books received in the Library, together with the usual statis- 
tical forms Nos. I to IV. 


' Iteport on the Bengal Library fm' the year 1885. 

Evesy new year confirms the anticipations made during the last two or three years reganl- 
tng the increasing activity of the press in this country. The number of books received in the 
Library last year was 2,731, which is greater than the number received in 1884 by 341. This 
increase is very considerable in itself, and compared with the number of books usually received 
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in a year up to 1S80, which may be taken to he 1,500, it means the very large increase of £0 
per cent. From the year 1881 the number of publications has increased steadily and with great 
rapidity, as is shown below : —

The general character of the publications did not, as indeed it could not, improve so 
remarkably as their quantity. But that it underwent no deterioration, and went on gaining in 
solidity and power will appear from the following analytical statement. 

Art. — Most of the books received under this head last year, excepting only school-books on 
such subjects as mensuration and the art of hand-writing, related to music, vocal, and instru- 
mental. ■ The object of these publications appears to bo, ns stated in previous reports, to raise 
the art of music from its former disreputable condition in this country, and to render its 
acquisition, by those who desire to learn it, easy and comparatively inexpensive. An enlarge- 
ment of the range and scope of Indian music seems to be also in the contemplation of students 
of music, ns is shown by the publication of a book entitled Aikatdmh Swaratangraha, or a book 
on 'concert music. 

A few pictures issued by the Calcutta Art Studio were received last year. They showed 
considerable progress in the expression of feeling and general delicacy of touch. The picture 
of Chaitanyn leaving home as a Sannyasi (the sixth in the first volume of the Hindu Sacred 
Pictures) expresses refined and elevated sentiment. There is also much pnthos in the seventh 
picture, in which Rama is represented as going into exile. The -eighth picture is defective in 
expression, but very striking as a piece of sharp, but graceful and delicate drawing. 

The first part of a book entitled Sgral Purla Sikshd, or Easy Instruction in House-build 
ing, was received last year. Its object is to enable every man to supervise and control his own ' 
building operations, instead of depending entirely, as at present, upon ignorant Indian masons or 
mhtrees, who know nothing of the art of building, and therefore build houses badly. Con- 
sidering the fact that the necessity and importance of building bouses well, and upon scientific 
principles, has begun to be recognised by gentlemen in this country, the publication of this 
book scorns to imply the existence of a demand for it. The same may be said regarding two 
other books received last year. One of them was the Sahjilagan, containing directions for 
growing pot-herbs and culinary vegetables j and the other, the Silpasihshd, Part I, giving 
recipes for the manufacture of soda-water, perfumed oils, &c. 

Biography. — Several interesting works were received under this head. The following may 
be specially mentioned: — Kesha!) Charil, by Babu Trailokyn Nath Sanyal; Ahshaya Kumar 
Batter Jiban-hritlauta, by Babu Mabendra Nath Raya ; Nanak Prakash, Fart I, by Babu 
Mahendra Nath Basu j Jihani Sangraha, by Babu Amritalal Basil ; and the Memoir of Baja 
Mam Mohan Boy, by Babu Dinannth Gaiiguli. The memoir of Keshab Chandra Sen is written 
by one of his disciples and admirers. It contains, accordingly, a great deal of information 
regarding the great Brahmo leader and the Brahmo movement, and is therefore a publication 
of great value. The author’s tone, however, is one of excessive adulation, which is the reason 
why the work lacks some of the most attractive features and essential qualities of biographical 
composition, such as plainness of style, narrative simplicity, and brevity and directness of state- 
ment. Babu Mahendra Nath Raya’s memoir of Babu Akshaya Kumar Datta is an .able and 
interesting record of a life which has just passed away, which was passed from beginning to 
end in self-improvement and in improving the lives of others by varied and valuable instruction, 
and which was rendered exemplary by the wonderful spectaole of industry, patience, and persc- 
vercnce in the pursuit of knowledge under circumstances of the greatest bodily infirmity. Babu 
Akshaya Kumar was at one time a zealous member of the Adi Bnahmo Somaj, and the memoir 
under notice has therefore a bearing upon the history of that Somaj which should not be over- 
looked. As one of the framers of the Bengali language and literature, Babu Akshaya Kumar’s 
memoir possesses also a general interest and importance which makes it a publication of great 
value. Babu Mahendra Nath Basu’s Nanak Prakash, Part I, is an iutcresling work, compiled 
from original Sikh authorities. The author has eliminated from his account of Nnuak’s life 
much that is inorcdiblc, and has adopted a plan of treatment in which the description of the 
events of Nanak’s life is rightiy subordinated to a full and clear statement of his religious say. 
ings and opinions. This work, and the third volume of tho Mahapnrush Chari! , or the Lives of 
Holy Personages, were issued by the Brahmo Somaj of India, showing that Keshab Chandra 
Son’s doctrine” of the New Dispensation continues to bear good fruit in the department of 
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Bcngnli Iitcrn<nro« Balm AmriOal Jiasw’s Jibani Stn^rahn, or Collpcfioo of iVrcnfioir?, con- 
tains brief biograpliicnl notices of six {lislinRtiisbetl Ucnpiilis, — Ram Molian Roy, Ramdulal 
Dc, T)r. Dnrga Cliarau Bancrji, Justice Dtrnrakn Nath !^Iitra, Keslmb Chnnfira Sen, and 
Kristo Das Pal. Tlic notices are not very carefully prepared, and arc also nritton in' a style fo 
Inflated and bombastic, that it is diflicnlt to believe that Ibo author possesses (be judicial temper 
which is required in preparing trnthfnl records of mens’ lives, Rabn Dina Nath Gangnli’s 
Memoir of Itnja Jlnm Mohan written in Rnglisb, tboncli not a big or an original publi- 
cation, is a very neat and methodically written work, giving a of what has been said in 

several places reganling the great reformer. Two short ntid well-written Bengali memoirs of 
Queen Victoria, giving an account of her domestic life, were received last year. 

Drama , — ^Tlic best work received under this bead was the DUaha Bilhrnt Natah, bj' IJabn 
Amritalal Basu, a social comedietta, attacking the growing Bengali practieo of extorting large 
sums of money on the occasion of a son’s marriage, and ridiculing those Bengali recipients of 
English education, male and female, who imitate English manners and adopt heterodox habits 
of eating, drinking. See. As a satire, the work deserves great praise, being of the most caustic 
kind, Tlie humour of (ho work is also strong and lively, and some of tlie characters introduced 
into it arc rlrawn with great skill. Altogether the BiLdha llilhrdi Xalai is one of the best 
books of its kind yet written in Bengali. Among the other works received under this hciid last 
year there was not one calling for special notice. They belonged, mt usual, to many classes, — 
mythological, social, political, and personal. But In none of those classes did any among them 
display any striking merit or excellence. A little dramatic merit was observable in one only — 
the Akahautua Xalai, by Babu Saracbchandra D.as Gupta, in which an endeavour is made to 
pourtray the cast of mind of an American Indian. TJdl Amaler Sahftj/ola was a drama in 
which the Brnhmos are represented os a class of persons who, under cover of their Brahmo 
name, perform very wrong and crimin.al actions; whilst the men who spend large sums of 
money and even iin])overi.«li themselves in order to obtain titles from the Government, are ridi- 
cnlcd ns a fo<dish aud worthless set of people in another work, entitled the Taxtel Darpan Xatak. 

. In a Hindi drani,n, the Bharat Aral, India was described ns a country which has suffered much 
and known many evils since the commencement of English rule ; and immorality of a shocking 
kind was exhibited in a few works which came ont of the printing establishments in Bartala. 
Tire first volume of a Bengali prose translation of Ralidas’s Abhijnan Sahimtala, by Pandit 
Gopal Chandra Kabyanidhi, was received last year. Bengali school-boys figure in a not very 
agreeable or harmless style in some of the works received under this head. In one of them, 
for instance, a school-boy commits suicide because be is scolded by his father for neglecting his 
studies; in another a number of school-boys aro found indulging in debauchery of the 
worst and most disorderly kind ; and in a third two school-boys, who to all appearance seem 
deeply engaged in reading for a University examination, are really found concerting measures 
for running away with a young widow. This is perhaps the first, or about the first time 
that Bengali school-boys have been found figuring in this manner in Bengali dramas. It 
will be necessary to observe in future whether they do so again, and what their doing so really 
means. 

Fielion . — The best work received under this head last year was the Mddhabilatd, bj' Babu 
Sanjib Chandra Chatterji, Mddhabilatd contains only n portion of a story, and cannot there- 
fore be judged or criticised as a complete work. Of the story, however, it should be observed 
that it is not a story of youthful lore, but of the great affairs of life, such as the acquisition of 
vast estates and large administrative powers, Sx;., and that it accordingly consists of scenes 
far more varied and interesting, and exhibiting a far larger area of social life, than those 
which usually make up love stories. As to the manner in which the volume under notice is 
written, all that can be said is that it discloses considerable power and originality in the con- 
ception and delineation of character. The author also sliows great skill in worldiig out details, 
bnt does not possess the art of combining them in an artistic style. His book is therefore 
deficient in plot interest. Sadhabd Didi, by Babu Hari Mohan Basu, was another good novel 
received last year. A lore story is described in it with much force and skill. But the power 
ie not equally sustained, and there is much verbosity and prolixity, wliich detracts from 
the literary value of the hook. Still the work contains good promise of future excellence. 
Pralibha, by Babu Barada Kanta Sen, was a very interesting and well-written tale received 
last year. It is the story of a young Hindu widow, written from the Hindu stand point, and 
is pathetic to a degree. Considerable skill and some humour arc also displayed in the delinea- 
tion of some of the characters. There is much admixture, however, of East Bengal provin- 
cialism ill the language of the book, and as such admixture of provincialism marks the 
writings of many Bengali authors, bailing fi-om that and other parts of the country, it is clear 
that the Bengali language is in a formative stage, and that Bengali literature, in spite of the 
development it has undergone within recent years, accepts no single style as the model to 
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wliicli all writers must conform. Some descriptive and delineative power was displayed ir. 
another work of fiction entitled Bangdlir LiU, by Babn Dbirendra Nath Pal. It contains 
many good sketches of Bengali life, character, manners, &c., and it has been invested with a 
satirical interest by the introduction of a theosophist and ;an Anusthanik Brahmo among the 
characters in the story. The author's style, however, admits of great improvement. To the 
new religious revival was owing Bahu Kader Nath Datla’s Prem Pradip, or the Lamp of 
Love, which contains an exposition of the fnndamental principles of Bengali Baisnabism. A 
Bengali translation of Uncle Tom’t Cahin was received last year under the title of Tam K&kdr 
Kutir. Works of fiction directed against early marriage, widowhood, and Kulinism were 
received as in'other years. The best among them was Babn Haridas Eanerji's KtilinkaMni. 

Eittory (including Geography). — Jlost of the works received under this head every year 
are school-books, and only a few among those school-books are new publications, the majority 
being new editions of old text-books. But a few interesting works, not designed for ednea- 
tional purposes, were also received last year. Among these may be mentioned the Bdngdld 
Sdhitya arthdl Bdngdld SdhUyer Ulpatti o Kramonnati Pradartan, by Babu Kailas Chandra 
Ghosh. Ip this work a history of Bengali literature is given from the time of the first 
Baisnaba poet, Jayadeb, Bidyapati and Chundidas to that of Baja Bam Mohan Hoy. The 
history is divided into certain periods or epochs marked by the appearance of one or more 
writers of note and influence. The writings of the principal authors in each epoch are criti- 
- cised, and the indications contained in them in regard to the character and condition of the 
Bengali people are touched upon. A connection is also attempted to be established between 
the condition of Bengali literature in each epoch, and the social and political state of the 
country at the time. The whole work is, however, of a very hazy and unscientific character, 
the facts collected in it not being very clearly described, and being also so presented and 
interpreted as to illustrate and harmonise with certain favourite theories. Tliere is nothing to 
show that those theories have been legitimately obtained from a comprehensive study of the 
social and political history of Bengal during the period embraced by the work. On the 
contrary, his interpretation of Bengali literature and of the different forces which moulded it 
differently in different periods of its history seem to rest upon pure assumption. Dealing 
with broad theories and] generalisations has become, indeed, very fashionable among a large 
number of Bengali writers. They think that they will not be considered thoughtful and 
learned if they cannot connect every fact with a general principle. But general principles 
cannot be obtained or established vrithout long and laborions study and investigation, which is 
just the^ thing that many educated Bengalis are averse to. They therefore either invent 
general principles, or deduce general principlis from very imperfect and insnificient data. And 
having done this, they write in the learned and philosophic style of men who have made a life- 
long study of facts with the view of ascertaining the principles which they establish or illus- 
trate. The anth'or of the treatise under notice has written exactly in that style. He Las 
found in Bengali literature social and political forces which no other Bengali scholar who has 
written its history has been able to discover in it, and of the existence or operation of which 
no evidence is adduced anywhere in the book. The book seems to have been written more 
for literary effect than for the examination and ascertainment of truth. And that is precisely 
what can be predicated of a great deal that is now written in Bengali. 

The late Bussian imbroglio led to the publication of three Bengali books describing the 
history of Bnssia, and of her movements in Central Asia One of the three books is entitled 
Rttiiydr lixhde, or the history of Bnssia. Its author, Babu Bajkrislina Baya, justifies the advance 
of Bussia in Central Asia. Two Bengali publications were received last year, giving the 
history and genealogies of the principal Brahmin and Kayastha families of Bengal. The book 
relating to the Kayasthas, the Kayattha Kdrikd o Bantdhali is appearing in a serial form. 
The hook relating to the Brahmins is one complete volume entitled Kula-SdrSangraha. The 
second volume of Dr. Bamdas Sen’s AUihdeit Bahaeya passed through its second edition ; and 
the third part of Holwell’s Indian Tracts, containing an account of the Black Hole, was 
received last year. 

Langnage. — The books received under this head were of the usual description— readers, 
primers, keys, grammars, dictionaries, vocabularies, fee. The majority of these books were new 
editions of old text-books. Amongst the new hooks intended for use in schools a few deserve 
notice, such as the Balyalidhan and SaulAagya-iopan, two good readers, by Babu Jadonath 
Majumdar, and Babn Pxasanna Kumar Das, Gupta, respectively ; and another reader, Bhdral. 
ralnamdld, compiled by Balm Sarada Charan Mittra, nud consisting of a few good selections 
from Kali Piasanna Sinha’s Bengali translation of the Bahabiaraf. Some good elementary 
works on Bengali grammar and composition were also received daring the year. ^Pandit Tara 
Kumar Kabiratna wrote a very good Sanskrit reader entitled SHttha, It consists of a few 
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lessons in prose and verse calcalated to' work npon the moral nature of children. 'Two' books 
for the use of Bengali girls were also received last year, the Grihinir Karlahya by Babu Ananda 
Chandra Sen, and the Janani by Babu Dhirendira Nath Pal. Barafs Brononncing, Etgmologhal 
and Pictorial Dictionarg of the Englithand of the Bengali Language, a, \a.Tg& serial work, iu 
which the meaning of English and Bengali words are given both in English and in Bengali, 
made very fair progress, and a portion of another good Bengali-English dictionary entitled 
Samarlhahosh was received. A good Sanskrit dictionary by Babu Gnrudas Raya, entitled Sabda 
B.aindkara, came in last year. 

Law. — ^The publications received under this head were of the usual description — ^reprints 
of old boobs on the Hindu and the Muhammadan Law, annotated editions of important Acts 
of the Indian Legislature, reports of important and sensational trials, pamphlets on important 
legal questions, &o. The greatest works received in the Library were the Tagore Law Lectures 
for the year 18S2, and Pandit Jogendra Smartta Siromani’s Commentary on the Hindu Law, 
The topics discussed iu the Pandit's work are inheritance, succession, adoption, partition, 
marriage, and Stridhan, The author’s exposition is based upon original nnthorities, and he is 
of opinion that incorrect conclusions have been arrived at by the superior Courts in this country 
upon important questions of Hindu law. The Pandit also questions the accuracy of English 
translations of Hindu law-books, like those of Colebrooke and Sutherland. 

Medicine, — ^The works received under this head do not call for any special remarks. 
Homoeopathic publications formed the most numerous class, and works relating to the Hindu 
•system of medicine were next to them in importance in point of number. 

Miscellaneous. — The most important among the books' received under this head are un- 
doubtedly those in which the social and domestic-condition of the Bengalis is discussed. The 
question of widow marriage excited an angry discussion last year, in consequence olE the publi- 
cation of a paper in the Bengali periodical, entitled the Hahajiban, supporting the institution 
of widowhood. Brahminical writers endeavoured to show that the Hindu Sastras were opposed 
to the marriage of widows, whilst some writers, belonging apparently to the class of 
English-knowing Bengalis, left the Sastras untouched, and argued in a general way that there 
was nothing wrong or improper in a widow’s marriage. That the subject .of social and 
domestic life iu Bengal stands in need of discussion and is being discussed, as a matter of fact, 
is shown by the publication of such books as Baba Radha Nath Mitra’s Sansar-tatlwa, Babu 
Puma Chandra Gupta’s Bdugdli Bau, and Babu Sureudra Deb Majumdar’s Arga Same/ 
Sansharan. In works of this class the present constitution of Hindu society in Bengal is very 
differently viewed by writers of different schools of social and religious thought. But the fact of 
greatest importance to be noted in this connection is, that even the admirers of the present social 
system in this country, are of opinion that the time has arrived for introducing some changes 
into it. The directions in which changes are considered necessary are generally those of female 
education, increase of domestic liberty, marriage reform in the shape of abolishing the practice 
of large sums of money at marriages, &c. The adoption of English habits of eating, 

drinking, and dressing is also condemned, and the correction of those habits is considered to be 
an important part of the work of social reformation in this country. The Bengali woman is 
considered to be unfit to perform some of the duties of her position, such as the keeping of 
domestic accounts, the proper nursing of children, &c. It seems to be pretty generally felt, 
in fact, that the Bengali woman must know more than she now knows, and do more than 
she now does, in order that domestic life in this country may assume a higher and happier 
form ; and books are therefore written with a view of awakening in her mind the sense of 
domestic responsibility which she does not now possess in full measure, and of communicating 
to her such knowledge as she will require in order to discharge that responsibility. 

A few essays on questions of general morality and social life were received last year. 
Babu Debi Prasanna Raya Ohaudhuri’s Bibekhdni, in which very catholic and unsectarian 
principles were recommended for the regulation of men’s conduct towards each other, was a 
collection of such essays. The style of Bibekhdni is, however, of a grandiloquent and declama- 
tory kind, which, as a characteristic of immature authorship, is calculated to prejudice many 
people against a book which deserves to be read for the sake of the excellent principles which 
it inculcates. Babu Nil Kamal Jlukharji brought out a Bengali translation of an English 
work entitled the Economy of Life, which, in its turn, is stated to have been translated from a 
Ghinese version of a Sanskrit work, containing some sound and shrewd reflections on the use of 
time, the control of the passions, the exercise of various virtues, the regulation of domestic life, 
the duties of kings, and other matters of interest. Babu Nil Eamal’s translation is entitled 
Jibdner Sadbgabahdr. The style of the translation is exceedingly good. Babu Rabindra Nath 
Tagore’s Aloehaud, a collection of essays written in a style half poetic, half discursive, was one 
of the best Bengali books received in the year. The topics dwelt upon are of the meditative 
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order, and they arc handled in the singularly witty and original style of the author. Eaba 
Kshirod Chandra Hay Chaiidhuri’s Banaphul, was another volume of essays of a similar order* 
But the style in which those essays are- written is somewhat obscure and mystical. Sondr 
Kdti Mupdr Kati, by Bahu Dwijcndra Nath Tagore, was a keen satire directed against the 
growing Bengali practice of wearing European costumes. Kauluha Kathd, Part I, by Babu 
Jnauanidhi Bhattacharya, was a very curious work received last year. It contains a collec- 
tion of stories and anecdotes, some of which arc of the nature of facetise, illustrative of tlic 
ready wit and humour, and of the genius for repartee which characterised old-class Bengalis. 
An insight may be also obtained in- 'these stories and anecdotes into the traits of character 
which distinguished different classes of Bengalis in past times. A few works were received 
illustrative of the working of the caste-spirit in this country. The caste-spirit is found in 
these books to work, not in the direction of protecting the rights and duties of a caste, or of 
preventing others from usurping or encroaching upon those rights and duties, hut in tiic direc- 
tion of glorifying every caste, however low, and showing it to he really much Iiighcr in the 
social scale than it is commonly allowed to be. Nobody, in fact, however low his ca'stc, is now 
willing to be regarded as low. This means that the distinction of high and low, as a caste 
distinction, is becoming unpalatable and unpopular. The caste publications of the present time 
furnish, therefore, an important index to the direction which Hindu social thought is taking in 
this country. Por, though involving and emphasising in a formal and conventional manner 
the distinction of castes into high and low, those publications really imply the working of the 
caste-spirit in a form which is calculated to lead, sooner or later, to a general denial of all caste 
distinctions whatever. The best amongst the caste publications received in 1885 was Babu 
Nimai Charan Sil’s Suharnahanik. An interesting history of the Bubarnahanikt, or Beniya* 
of Bengal, is given in this work. A work entitled Home Life in Bengal was written in English 
by Babu Balaram Afallik, Pandit Eltilibar Vedantabagish’s CAaritrdnumdnhirlyd, or a work on 
Hindu physiognomy and phrenology was a carious and interesting work received last year. 
Bharat-raiaeya, Part I, by Dr. Bamdas Sen, was another learned and- interesting work, 
containing a description of some of the religions sacrifices which used to be performed in ancient 
ludia, such as the Aswamedh, the Purushmedh, and the Bajsnya sacrifices; of ancient Indian 
weapons, such as bows, swords, &c ; of the composition of their armies, and their disposition on 
the occasion of battles ; of the laws which regulated ancient Indian warfare, and the conduct 
of individual soldiers and combatants, &c. An important literary enterprise in the shape of a 
large Bengali Encyclopadia, called the Bimahoe, was commenced last year by Babus Bangahil 
Mukbarji and Trailokya Nath Mnkharji. Information of every kind, and in reference to all 
places and times, will be giveni in this work. Judging from the specimen which has been 
already received in the Libraty, it may be safely stated that it will, if fully completed, form a 
really ^gantic work of its kind. But the editors would do well not to speak of the Hindu 
Eaetrca, customs, and institutions, in a tone of banter and sarcasm, a tone which docs not 
accord well with the dignity of such a composition. The second volume of Babu Gobinda 
Mohan Baya Bidyabined-Baridhi's Atldlaibidyd, was received last year. It is a very useful 
and interesting compilation, giving a soccint account of the 18 principal divisions or branches 
of Sanskrit learning, and of their numerous sub-divisions. Babu Chandra Sekbar Miikfaaiji's 
Saratwatalunjd, a collection of very well-written essays and critiques, was an interesting 
work from a literary point of view. Babu Jogendra Chandra Ghosh brought out a volume 
of the English works of Baja Bam Mohan Roy. Several Sanskrit astrological works were 
reprinted by Babu Basik Mohan Chatteiji. 

Phitotophy. ^The number of philosophical works received last year was larger than in 

many previous years. This was owing, perhaps, to the religions excitement which prevail? in 
Hindu society, and particularly among Euglish-knowit.g Bengalis. The excitement ha? 
taken the form of a desire to maintain or to revive Hinduism in some shape or other. An 
endeavour is Wing therefore made to acquire and to propagate a knowledge of the philosophy 
of Hinduism. That philosophy is contained chiefly in the Upanishad?, and in other works of 
the Vednata school, and tlie philosophical works received last year consisted mainly of reprints 
or translations, or reprints with translations and expositions, of some of the Upanisliads of the 
Pancha^ri, of the Brahma Sutra? of Vyas, and of other work". The Upanishads were brought 
out chiefly by Babu Mahes Chandra Pal, and English translation? of some of the Vedanta 
treatises were published by Baba Nandalal Dhol. A Bengali’ translation of the Panchadani 
was co’mmencedlast vearby Pandit Kalibar Vedantalxigish, T-hcWaHy/isdrand Sdnkhyddartan 
were also reprinted' with Bengali translations by Babn Slahes Chandra Pal. Babu Chandra 
Sekhar Basn cqpimenced publishing the Tedanla Banana, pr the Brahma Sttlrae of Vyasa, 
with an exposition by himselL Babu Amrita Lai Baeu wrote an English translation of three 
of Sankaracharya’s works, the dlmalodk, the Paramdrlhatdr, and the HatldmaUha, in which 
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the fundamental doctrines p£ Vedantism are expressed briefly and in an aphoristic form. In 
the AtmataUiea^anan, compiled by Babu Nilmoni Mnkharji; texts' are collected from several 
philosophical systems, including Buddhism, describing the nature of the soul. The work is 
likely to be very pseful. Pandit Eajendra Narayan Sastraratna wrote a book entitled 
Nypyaniv!(id(i, giving a very sumnjary account of the Nyaya and Vaisheshika systems of 
philosophy, and explaining in what points those systems agree with, or differ from, the conclu- 
siops of modern Bpropean science and philosophy. The style of treatment adopted in this 
book is easy and popular. The BieAdr Sahara was a large work in English on the Hindu 
philosophy, by sin up-country gentleman, Lala Sriram, Sanskrit logical treatises like the 
Saktibad, the Bhasaparichhetf, and the Kuitmditjali were also received last year. 

Poeiry.— No poem of the superior order, written either jn Bengali or in any other lan- 
guage, was received last year. The best Bengali poets gave nothing to the public. Love 
poems werb plentiful as usual. Poems expressive of moral and, to a less extent, of patriotic 
sentiments also came in. Two of the latter deserve notice, the Burgotsdb-Lahari by Babu Bamdeb 
Datta, and the Hlahdimja Upalaftske Bliakli Bmpdiijali by Babu Sital Chandra Biswas. The 
writers of these two poems pre of opinion that the goddess Durga, or Sakti, should be wor- 
shipped not so much for religious as for social and political purposes, for the puipose, that is, 
of acquiring power of all kinds, and chiefly the power to rise as a united nation from a con- 
dition of abject dependence and helplessness. The Durga Pnja should be to the Bengali a 
national and patriotic celebration, rather than religions and domestic as it is at present; an 
occasion for the worship not so much of divine power as of human might ; a source not of 
religious merit, but of patriotic and political inspiration. This' is a style of thought which 
distinguishes not only unknown and unimportant writers like the authors of the two poems 
named above, but is more or less characteristic of some of the best Bengali writers of the day. 
The patriotism of the youthful Bengali found a somewhat violent expression in a small poem 
entitled Asdkdnan, whose author, Babu Gobinda Mohan Bagchi, says that he will be very glad 
if his countrymen, trained for warfare, can drive the Yavanas beyond the seas. The writings 
of some living Bengali authors were severely criticised in a poem called the Samdtoehak Kdbya, 
by Babu Banayari Lai Sarma. It is an interesting variety in Bengali poetry, and is accord- 
ingly deserving of notice, though not very good in itself. One English, and two Bengali 
metrical versions of the Meghadnta were received. Babus Babindra Nath Tagore, and Sirish 
Chandra Majumdar brought out a volume, entitled Padaratndbali, consisting of some of the 
sonnets of Bidyapati, Chandidas, and other Bisnaba poets. Bharat Sambdd was an extract 
from an unpublished metrical version of the Bamayan written by Jagatram Kaya, a con- 
temporary of Kashi Bam Das. If the entire work be of the nature of this extract, then 
Jagatram’s version must be a better work than Kiittibas’s. Two Bengali ladies wrote good 
volumes of poems. A Sanskrit poem, entitled Basndeb’bijapa, by Pandit Bam Nath Tarkaratna, 
was received. It is a poem of the kind called Mahakabya. Its style and versifleation are cre- 
ditable to its author. 

Polities. — Neither books nor pamphlets are at any time received under this bead in 
Bengali. The fact is somewhat carious, considering the signs of political activity that are 
met with in the shape of political meetings and associations, and of newspapers devoted to 
the discussion of political topics. But the real explanation of this apparent .anomaly seems 
to be this. Some interest is taken in current politics, and newspaper articles on passing politi- 
cal topics are thei-eforo written, generally in an angry, impulsive, or off-hand style. But 
neither current political topics, nor the principles of political science in the abstract, or in con- 
nection with the Indian administrative system, are studied, and there is consequently no sj’ste- 
matic political thought requiring expression in a philosophic form, in carefully written books 
or pamphlets. Not more than four or five political publications were received last year. In 
one of these, which was published anonymously, but which contained strong internal evidence 
of European authorship, the enrolinent of Indians as volunteers w.as strongly advocated as a 
safe and politically expedient measure. In another, an English pamphlet by Babu Amrita 
Lai Basu, Lord Bipon's administration was reviewed in a highly laudatory style. 

Beligion. — The number of books received under this head was very large, probably on account 
of the great religious excitement which now exists in Bengali society. The religious move- 
ment, initiated two years ago by some of tlie best educated Bengalis, has for its object the 
replacing of atheism and religious apathy by a firm and fervent belief in Hinduism, and the 
revival of Hinduism in its spiritual form. It has been sought to attain this object primarily, 
not by means of books and pamphlets, but by means of periodicals, of which an account was 
given in the last year’s report, and which arc more largely rend than publications of other kinds. 
But the effects of the movement have not been confined to those who originalcd it. Jt has 
created a stir all over the country, and among all sects and classes of religionists, Hindus of 
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ing an almost exclusive importance themselves to the great principles oF llFe and worship 
inculcated in the Upauishads^ the Bhagahadg^ta, the Pnraus and the cpics^ they endeavour 
also to find out and explain what meaning resides in Hindu ceremonialism, and thus to con- 
nect both it with the higher form and those who cannot rise above it with those who can. 
This position does not, however, seem to be clearl}' understood or admitted by all, and it is 
assailed in other Bengali periodicals, such as the Alocliand, the Bkdruti, and the Nal^aMdrat. 
The Bhdraii has lost its metaphysical character, especially since the change in its editorship 
noticed in last year's report, and it has, on that account^ gained in popularity. The Nalyabhdrat 
has also undergone considerable improvement in respect both of matter and of style. The 
Bdndhah often contains excellent matter, but is occasionally a little dull. The Aryadarsan 
fully maintained its position. Amongst the new periodicals received last year, the best was 
the Bdlak, edited by Srimati Jnduaddnandini Debi, a lady of the well-known Tagore family 
of Calcutta. The paper has been conducted with great power and skill, and possesses artistic 
features of great interest, hlany nmong the new periodicals were of a religions character, 
their object being to advocate Hinduism. The Pdkihik SdmalocJiah, a Bengali periodical, which 
has hitherto been conducted with energy and ability, was issued somewhat irregularly last 
year. The Atsam Bandhu, an Assamese periodical, is probably' the first published in that 
language. It discusses useFul topics in an easy and clear style, and contains many subjects 
of interest to Assam. The number of homoeopathic periodicals increased. Babu Fratap 
Chandra Majumdar edits the Interpreter from the standpoint of the Brahmo Samaj of India. 

The subjects usually discussed in Bengali periodicals arc either of religious, of literary, or of 
social interests, the last named generally predominating. The social subjects usually' discussed 
are early marriage, widow marriage, caste, the questions of liberty and equality, Sx. Literary 
subjects are not discussed at any great length. Science, it would not be very wrong to say, 
receives no attention ; but curiously enough the broadest and boldest generalisations of modem 
European science, such as the theories of evolution, natural selection, and the descent of man, ' 
are frequently discussed, criticised, and condemned in the lightest manner possible, and in a 
spirit the very reverse of scientific. Nor does the question of Indian education receive atten- 
tion in Bengali ^periodicals. Perhaps the subject is thought to be of small importance com- 
pared with those social or religions subjects which are discussed with such zeal and avidity. 
It is not, at any rate, studied as it should be. This means that the educated Bengali has not 
yet been able to get out of the speculative groove within which his ancestors moved, or to 
recognise the necessity and importance of studying practical subjects like the great question 
of Indian education. To the same cause is also to be attributed the almost complete eschewing 
of law and politics in Bengali periodical literature. Educated Bengalis give expression to 
legal and political opinions. But they do not seem to study or discuss legal and political 
questions in their theoretical, practical, and historical aspects. And that is why even the 
great llbert Bill controversy, the Bent Bill agitation, and the question of local self-government 
failed to elicit a contribution to any of those subjects in any Bengali periodical, with the 
exception of a good, but very small essay, in the Nalyabhdrat, on one or two provisions of the 
Bengal Tenancy Bill. These indications of the Bengali periodical literature are far from 
healthy or satisfactory.

I hare the honor to submit hererrith my annnal report on the publications dniing the year 
18S5 (as required by G. O. No. S4S0, dated 3rd October 1882} in the toim o£ tabular state- 
ments, '(rith brief descriptive account of each sncb statement. 

3. The total number of publications during the year was 1,290. The following compara- 
tive statement wiU show the number of publications in each year since the preparation of this 
catalogne has been entmsted to this office : —

It will be apparent from the above that there has been, on the vrbole, a steady increase in the 
nomber of pnblication^ and tiiat the number now registered has doubled in seven years. 

3. The first statement relates to works in the Eng^b langoage. It shows 39 works as 
against 36 of the last year and 44 of the year preceding. There has always been a fluctuation 
in the number of English pnbtications, the causes of which have been noticed in this office 
report for 18S4. 

'4. The following works are noticeable in this statement

Ho. 4-oS6 {t'cond quarter) Sleteies of Sikhi, by Brigadier-General Sir T. Malcolm— Is 
also a very inteiffiting work, of the same class as Mr. Growse’s work noticed above- 

Tbc periodicals noticed last year continue to be published. 

5. The second statement relates to works in the Urdu language. It shows 491 publica- 
tions, agamst 233 year, and 337 the year before last. The distribution according to sub- 

jects is given in the statement. ; As usual, the highest number is attained by publications on 
law and religion. The increase in the number of publications this year as compared with last 
year is about twofold in the works falling under headings fiction, history, language, mis- 
cellaneous, religion, and science (mathematical and mechanical). 

Bitala-i-Taraiz {I— 13-60 ). — A work on the Muhammadan law of inheritance may be 
mentioned. 

Tarihh-i-Baj-paratti (ZT— SS-525) — Is an XJrdn version of the English translation of the 
Sanskrit inscriptions on the tank of Raj Samandar in Meywar.

Alif Be Manzuta (1—3-33 ) — ^Is a new book in poetry on the origin and meaning of the 
letters of the alphabet, their numerical value, their shapes, and their relationship with the signs 
of the zodiac and the stars. 

EUata-i-Talin (UI— 31-641) — Is a Manual of advice for naeducafed people regarding 
the educatioa of their children. 
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Sihttt~un-Nisa {III~B3.?00) — Is a novel on domestic economy and mdralify/with tules 
for tho preservation of the health of women and children. It includes a chart giving, briefly> 
the rules to bo observed by women for the management of their health. The anthoc is Dr' 
Safyid Gbnlam Husain. 

JuiaUi-Asiz {11-77-59^1 — On the value and use of time and other things useful to 
boys. 

The new Urdu monthly journals to be noticed are— 

Bisala-i-Miftah-ul-Imlihan — A. monthly journal containing questions and answers on 
Euclid, illgebra. Arithmetic, History of India, General and Physical Geographies, Sanitation. 

Zliddle Clats Fenian Conne and .Fenian Grammar, by Mnnshi Hand Kumar, B. A,, 
Assistant Professor, Mathematics, Agra College. 

Javii-itl-Uium — ^Devoted to science art, literature, philosophy, and occultism, &c. 

Fisala-i-Mahmri Taishnavi — On the improvement of the ideas of the Hindus and Aina-i- 
Fiydm, on mathematical subjects to help candidates at the kanungos’ examinations. 

Nazair-Kamin JUnd and Nazair-i-Fanjdari ZItthammal continue to be published. 

6. The third statement relates to works in the Hindi language. It shows 295 publica- 
tions against 227 last year, and 201 the year before last. There has been an increase this year 
in the publications on fiction, histoiy, language, poetry, religion, and science (mathematical and 
meohani<»l). The following are noticeable : — 

Mohan Mala Ciaurati-M-Namdvali (X—I^XOS)— Contains the names of 336 devotees, 
together with a brief religions biography of each. >

Tivaha Tidamban {1-4-95) — ^Is written to expose the evils of tho Hindu system of 
marriage. 

Bharat Tanhig Logon-ha-Sanhihep Ilihas {II— 13-315)— Is a translation of Dr. W, 

“VV. Hunter’s Brief Iliilorg of the Indian Feople, methodically arranged by Girdhar Lai, 
Master, High School, Aligarh. 

■ Bnddhi-H-Sihiha {17— 11-1273)— la the first of a series of books to be published by the 
Allahabad Literary Institute in the cause of education and reform. It treats of the method 
for the development of the intelleotual powers, and the manner in which children should be 
educated during the various stages of their growth. , 

Kthaira lodhah {III — 40-720) — ^Is a useful book for soldiers. It gives directions for 
selecting and repairing arms, for manufacturing gunpowder,^ and trainieg horses, with some 
Lints on manly exercises and the treatment of wounds. 

Bharma-Sara-vinek {17—47-1040) — Is a Bengali work to prove the superiority of Hindu 
religion over Atheism and the Brahmo and Christian creeds. 

Slhiti-vidga {II — 103-212)— Is an elements^ work on statics with numerous exercises by 
Lakshmi Sankar Misra, M.A., Professor of Physical Science, Benares College. 

Three new journals — Anand Kadambini, Beva Nagari Pracharah, and Bharma Ptaeharak 
Fatra — ^bave been started this year. 

7. The fourth statement relates to works in the Sanskrit language. It shows 58 publica- 
tions against 30 the last year, and 39 the year before last. 

There has been an increase this year in the publications on language, miscellaneous poetiy, 
philosophy (including mental and moral science), and religion. The publications in this 
language (as well as in Arabic) are chiefly reprints of old standard works. The demand for 
the works in these languages is not very great, and new editions are published after long 
intervals. 

The following are noticeable 

Chandra Sekhara Kavgam {II — 12-527), by Dukhbhanjan Kavi of Benares.— Is a new 
work on the exploits of Chandra Sekhara, a Hindu Baja, who came to Benares on a pilgrim- 
age. 

Bata-gangadhara {I— 11-156), edited by Pandit Gangadhara Sastri, Professor of 
Literature, Sanskrit College, Benares. — ^Is n treatise on the art of poetical composition. 

Nos. 4-154 and 5-155 {first quarter) 4-1038 {fourth quarter) — Contain the treatises 
on grammar, the philosophy of grammar, and astronomy, edited by the Pandits of the Benares 
Sanskrit College, under the superintendence of B. T. H. Griffith, Esq., M.A., late Director of 
Public Instruction, North-Western Provinces and Oudh, and G. Thibaut, Esq., Ph.D., Prin- 
cipal, Benares College. 

8. The fifth statement relates to works in Arabic. It shows 44 publications, against 23 
last year, and 36 the year before last. 
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There are eight works noticeable in this statement.

There has been an increase 
in the publications in fiction, history, language, medicine, miscellaneous, poetry, philosophy, and 
religion, and a decrease this year in those [on arts and biography. There are two works 
noticeable in this statement.

Rigala-i-Magadir wa MiigStakdl Arabia, in Arabic and Urdu (iVb. 11-83-453) — On Arabic 
infinitives and derivatives. 

No. 4—1071, in Urdu, Latin, and English (fourth quarter) — Is a vocabulary with pro- 
nunciation in Roman characters. 

Sttddhi Sarvaevam, in Sanskrit, Hindi and English {No. I—7-144t — Contains a discourse 
on the branch of Dharma Sastra or Mimansa containing rules on purification. The author 
proves to his own satisfaction that on the death of a near relative a Brahmana remains impure 
for 10 days, a Kshatriya for 12, a Vaisya for 15, and a Sndra for 30. 

Aeadiya Chiiitga,in Sanskrit and Hindi {No. II— 34-470) — On the present degradation of 
India and the means to its improvement. 

Hindu Dharma Niti, in Sanskrit and Hindi {No. 111-37-1004) — Is a collection of glohag 
on moral and other subjects, with their Hindi translation from various Sanskrit books. 

Niragaoaliya Sutra, in Prakrit, Sanskrit and Gujrfiti (II— 94-317) — Contains biographies 
of some of the Jain sages who attained salvation and saved themselves from hell by leading a 
pions life. It is remarkable as the first treatise of the hind published in these provinces, 
there being a strong objection among Jains to publish their sacred books. 

Salalm Zat-il-Baiu bia Bayan ma-liz-Zanjaim, in Urdu and Arabic (1—27-46) — On peace 
between husband and wife made by explaining thtir mntnal rights and obligations. 

Satyarthd-j>raldg,m Hindi, Sanskrit, and Vaidic (11—87330 ) — ^Advises to follow the true 
religion of the Vedas and to abandon that which is contrary to the Vedas and Sastms, and 
criticises Jain, Christian and Muhammadan religions. 

The journals Agtana-i-Hihmaf, in Urdn and English, on the English system of medicine; 
Arya Samaelar, Meerut, in Urdu and Sanskrit, on improvement of the religions ideas, and 
BUalla-i-GttUhan-i-Biyazi, in Urdu and Hindi, edited by Munshi Amir-ud-din, Teacher, Agra 
College, on mathematics, continue to be published. I wonld draw your attention to the fact 
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tbafc certain books, for example. No. 9—916 {Urdu, third quarter ) : No. 2—1093, {EuglUh) 
Nos. 1—1075, 70—1072, 71—1079, 72-1080, 73-1091, 77—1073, 78—1082, 80—1076, 
81—1077, 82-1078 ; {Urdu) 35—1080, 36—1088, 37—1089, 38—1090, 39—1091, 40— 
1092, 41 — 1093 ; {Hindi) 4 — 1071, 6 — 1084, have been registered long after tbeir publication. 

There bns been an increase in publications in all the languages, and some improvement is 
apparent in the quality of the books. 

A statement showing the number of publications published in each place, town, and press, 
is appended. The greatest activity is found at Lucknow, and the only publisher whose busi- 
ness is extensive is Munshi Newal Eishorc.

6. Of the total number of publications, 1,287 are books and 279 are periodicals. Of the 
latter, 79 are legal, 65 medical, 24 religious, 6 linguistic, 98 miscellaneous, 2 poetical, and 5 
scientific. 

7. The more important of the original publications will be noticed briefly in the order of 
the subjects. 

Arts . — ^Two books only have been registered under this head : —

would be more useful if it were confined to practical arts and the recipes had 
been more judiciously selected.

The time has 
not yet come for the appreciation of biographical research in the proper direction.

Those in IJrtlu are after the model of Amdnnt's 
Indra S.ihhS, while the Hindi dramas are from less skilful pens.

The information given is meagre, and the Rnglisli incorrect and unidiomntic. 

Languajt , — Books under this head consist almost wholly of Primers, Readers, Grammars, 
&c., in the difierent languages of the Province. The total number of such publications is 304, 
hut this docs not convey an adequate idea of the number of sohooi-books issued during the 
vear. Upwards of 100,000 copies of the Urdu Primer arc printed annually, and there are many 
books whose number esoccds 10,000. 

Za/o.— There has been a slight falling off in the number of publications under this 
head, which consist ot translations of the Acts ot the Legislature with notes and comments of 
the decision of the higher courts, nnd of the orders of the dilfcrciit departments of Govern- 
ment.

The advanced classes of natives prefer the European modes of treatment. People of 
the old school, shopkeepers and others, among whom English education has not yet penetrated 
still adhere to the Yunani system, which they consider has the advantage of being intelligible, 
to them. But the Hindi system has very few practitioners. 

Miscellaneous. — Books ‘for which there are no prescribed heads are sho'wn under this. 

In every quarter there is a certain number of books on fortune-telling, 'palmistry 
charms, &c., and_ these are included under hCscellaneons. 

The following are noticed, not so 'much on account of ‘th'eir intrinsic merit as for the 
' singular opinions expressed in some of them « 

(a) The substance of two lectures by Babu Jndu Nath Maznmdar,' M.A. In his 
first lecture on the requisites of trne 'patriotism the lecturer 'says : " The 
father is to be deserted; the mother forsaiken ; the wife exiled; the brother 
■murdered; the son shot with arrows; the (l.iughter sacrificed at the altar 
when the sacred cause of your country demands it {cheers)”. Such opinions 
will serve to intensify the false ideas of patriotism already too prevalent 
-among the rising generation of Indians. In his lecture on marriage the

they lose their husbands and wives."

Poe/ry.— The largest number of publications is under this head, being over 25 per cent, 
of the whole. 

- To persons acquainted with the poetical productions in other languages, the greater 
portion of these would appear to be of an indifferent kind. The same sort of prayers to, or 
descriptions and praises of, saints and deities, the same ideas of love with the same sort of 
figures and play upon words, which have been current for generations, are repeated by each 
new poet. The tales of Hir and Ranjba, of Sohni and Mahinwdl, of Sassf and Punnfi, of 
Puran Bhagat and Gopi Chand, with an endless number of calendars of lovers' griefs and 
of Siharafis,* form the stereotyped subjects of the genuine rural poetry of the Punjab ; while 
Persian models are followed in Urdu poetry.

I am directed to submit the quarterly catalogues and tabular analysis of publications 
roistered in this Province under Act XXY of 1867 during the year 1883. The catalogues 
and tables have been prcxKired in accordance ivitb the instructions contained in Home Depart- 
ment Bcsolution No. 1-461, dated the 12lb September 1882. 

2. The total number of publications registered was 68 as compared with 176 in the 
previous year. 

6. Classified according to languages these publications consisted of 12 European, 47 
Vernacular, and 9 biglot or polyglot works, the corresponding figures for 1884 being 11, 157, 
and 8, respectively. 

4. Subdivided according to their subject-matter no publications were registered under 
the following heads, namely, "Arts,” "Biography," “Fiction," "Medicine," "Miscel- 
laneous," “ Poetry," “ Politics,” “Philosophy,” "Science” (Natural and other), and 
" Voyages and Travels.” Five works under the head “ Drama” were published during the 
year. None of them is worthy of mention. Thirteen works under the head " History" and 
16 under the head “ Langpiage ” consist mostly of elementary school manuals. Of the 
two works published under " Law, " an essay by Professor Forch hammer “ On the Sources and 
Development of Burmese Law, ” is noticeable as being a work of value to students. Twenty- 
nine works registered under the head " Keligion” are composed mainly of Buddhist or 
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Clirijlinn liomilioj, lij-inns, nnrt prayers. The only worlc dosorviiig ol mention under this 
head is the irini jiatiieUnuya—a portion of the text of the Vinaj/a Ptlalal, If, is furnished 
with n llurmesc key. Three works arc shown under tho head " Science " (Mnthcmatic.al). 
Tlioy arc merely schoid primrr.i. 

5. Of a total Jot fiS publications, 31 are orittinal in their m.-iller and 20 aro of an educa- 
tional character. It |will bo seen tJiat during the last two years there has been a largo falling 
off both in literary and publisliing activity. The iininher of publications wbich amounted to 
231 in 1SS3 fell to 170 in ISSf, and has stilt further diminished during tho year under report. 
It is iiupo'«iblc to nccount with certainty for this large doorcase. The war with tho Kingdom 
of Ava cannot be regarded ns the cause : more books having been published in tho last than in 
the first quarter of ISSiJ. The depression of trade and the strained condition of relations with 
Upper Kurina during IS'^.'i may have had somo effect in diverting the minds -of tho people 
fri'in literary pursuits. The principal cause, however, appars to bo’ over-production in pre- 
vious years. A number of presses were started in 1882 and 18S3 by persons who had no 
experience of printing and who engaged in the business ns a speculation. In IS83 the num- 
ber of books jiiiblislird increased nearly cent, percent., and it is probable that tho supply was 
considerably in execs.s of the demand. Tho result became app.arcnl in It-Slnnd 1885. A 
numltcr of the presses which were started in tho two previous years were closed, tho expecta- 
tions of those who ,'slnrl''d them not leaving heen realized, niid tho period of over-production 
was ftdlowed hy one of stagnation, which has not yet tcrminalcd.
